I now record a few brief general remarks on each State in Rajputana, fol 
lowing the alphabetical arrangement in my last Report 

jjhartpur —The death of the Malnnja last December and the succession 
of Ins eldest son, under a new scheme of administration which invests tho 
State Council of winch tho young Alaharaja is President with ruling powers 
a«sisted by the Political Agent, have opened out new possibilities for this State 
m aaministrativo improvements which Iiavo long been needed 

Among these perhaps the most important already dealt with !•, the diQl- 
cuUy Tofotred to xn my last report m connection with tho wild cattle which 
liarc for many years past been a nui<ancc and cou«e of serious injury to culti* 
Tutors in tho Slate and nl*o in adjoining CritisU territory Tho Datbar have 
non issued orders giving the cultivators and others permission to catch and 
make use of the<e cattle, winch, it is liojed, will thus be tamed and brought 
under control m n short time 

jyholcpore and Sorauh — ^Therc is nolhmg special to record of Dholepore 
and Rarauli, uhich nrc on tho whole in a satisfactory condilion 

RiAamr— Ihc ndmnustration ot this State during the year is creditablo to 
t! e I’cgcflcy Council, which has received constant and valuable assistance u\ 
all maUrrs of the least importance from tho Political Agent, Ifr 0 S Raj lev 
The departure of that olHccr on proiuollon just after tho year had closed is 
a cause of general regret as he did a groat deal of good for the Slato during 
Ins four years’ residence in Bikanir 

Jeypore ati I hi$?ifnf/arh — The report of tho Resident is goncnlly satis 
factorj , cspeciallv os regards tho financial prosperity of the Jevporo StUe, which 
continues to progress Liberal grants for irrigation and public improvements 
haie distiBguished this Darbar for some years past Iho Council has lost tno 
of Its most cxpencDCcd member*, and I trust they will be replaced by men of 
ability and mtcgritj So long as tho Darbar rtfams a contenlcd pcvanlry 
and the conGdenee of its Icahng Ja^hirdars and men of mnuenco, the elTorfs of 
this Slate to increase the reputation it has already won and deserved aro sure (o 
succeed, ns the llalnmja, like hi* predecessor is anxious (o rule well 
The }car has been one of satisfactorv progress in Kisliengjrli aKo 
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Jliallaicar — The report of the Political Agent shows (1) that tbe Council la 
charge of tbe Revenue administration was reduced to two memhers by the 
death of two membeis and the appointment of a thud as Attachd to the Agent 
to the Governor-General, and (2) that some revision of the rates of assessment 
on nrigated land is necessary owing to tho great fall m prices of opium of late 
yeais It contains some interesting remarhE on the silver question and the 
fall in the value of the local currency which followed the closing of the mints 
in British territory. "With regard to tho general administration of the State, 
there is little to add to the remarks made in my last report I have recently 
addressed the Government of India on this subject 

Kotah — Kotah lias ogam been unfortunate m the changes made in tho 
Political Agent, upon whom the administration of the State has long been 
dependent to a great extent On the other hand, it has been fortunate iq 
having had the benefit of Lieutenant-Colonel Curzon "Wyllie’s services durm*' 
the greater part of the last three years Its most serious loss during the past 
year has been tho death of Rao Bahadur Pandit Sheo Shanker, who had been a 
Member of Council since 1st Pebruary 188C, and whose experience was of 
special value to his younger colleagues As observed by the Political Agent, 
“he was distinguished for his integrity of character, laboiious habits, and 
outspoken opinions By bis death the Maharao lost a conscientious adviser, 
the Political Agent a trusted Councillor, and tho Kotah people one of their best 
friends ” Tins State continues to bo well govcined on tho whole, though 
ucreased exertions under the heads of Police and Education seem to be called 
for 

STartcar, Jatealmir, and Sirok* — Tbe report on tbe tfostom States of 
Maewar, Jaisalmir, and Sirohi is perhaps even more interesting than usual 
Por some years past Marwar has been distiDgui«ibed for the vigour and success 
with which it has repressed dacoilies and crimes of violence, which used to 
be numerous, and also for enlightenment in pushing on the construction of 
railways and improving its custom* tariff Latterly, by raising an admirable 
force of cavalry for Imperial service, and turning its attention to schemes of 
water supply — one of which, tbe Jaswant Sagar Lake, a project of magnitude, 
neanng completion — tbeBurbar Las strengthened its claims on tbe Government 
and on its oi^ subjects A settlement of the land revenue, which has been 
ID progress for some years, but which it is believed has languished somenbat 
since tbe British officer who introduced and controlled it went on leave a year 
ago, will, when properly completed, boa great benefit to the State The Nobles 
School at Jodbpore also calls for nonce os being a healthy flourishing institu- 
tion peculiar to this State, in which tho Maharaja and bis ihnistcr ^akc a 
strong personal interest It is remarkable that in Marwar there are more than 
90,000 persons belonging to criminal tribes under supervision, while 173,538 
acres of land, granted by the State to enable such persons to settle down to an 
honest, peaceable Inchhood, arc now m their possession In referring to a 
decrease of crime, which may have been partly due to prosperous seasons, the 
Resident says “ it may aho bo reasonably inferred that the Darbar's manage, 
ment of the criminal tnbes is bearing good fruit ’* Good management has also 
been sbonrt m the tract of Mallam which was transferred to tbe control 
Marwar, under certain conditions, in 1691 Generally speaking, there bare* 
no complaints since the transfer Altogether, tbe condition and ■' ’ r 
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of this State are crpditable to the Parbar, which, having constracted, an J manag- 
ing most efBcicntly, 320 miles of railway in its own territory, now wishes to 
see the line ending at Pachbhadra pushed on to Umerkot, so as to establish 
direct communication with the port of Karachi 

As noted m my last report, Jaisalmir is getting on well under the manage- 
ment of the Dewan Mehta Jagjiwm There were three vacancies in the Coun- 
cil, two caused by death, and one by misconduct 

It will be seen from the Ucsidcnt’a report that the Slate of Sirobi contin- 
ues to mahe fair progress 

jUet/icat — Tlic administration of Meywar has formed the subject of 

special correspondence during the year A glance at the return of crimo la 

the Resident’s report will show the need that exists for reform in the Police 
and Chief Criminal Court Better results in the Chief Civil Court at 
Oodeypore are also to he desired I understand that under these heads, and 
also with regard to the maintenance of tho Settlement, the Parbar is anxious 
to profit by tho advice of tho present Resident His Highness’s own personal 
qualities must always stimulate the desire of every British Officer to support 
Dim It should not be supposed that there has been anything unusual or retro- 
gressive in the course of Oodeypore affairs of lato years On the contrary 
there has been progress, recently culminaliog m a p loject for laying a railway 
between Ohitor and Oodeypore, which, it is hoped, will bo opened before tho end 
of next year, 

JJaiisicara, Duvoarjiore, and Terltthgarh —I do not Lnow that I can speak 
of progress in Pungarpoie, the report of which State calls for no special notice, 
though the relations of the Cliiof with the Government are all that can he 
desired. 

Of Banswara, I regret to say agam tliat there has been no improvement m 
the admimstration or attitude of the Chief, which liave been separately reported 
on On the other hand, the adjoining State of Pertabgarh lias continued to 
merit the approval of GoTemment,as tho Chief shows himself anxious to do what 
ho can for the welfare of his subjects 

Toni, Sundt, and the Cliiefsliip of ShaJipnra — I bavQ little to add to the 
remarks in my last report on these Stales The Political Agent's report shows 
that attention is being paid m Bundi to measures still under consideration for 
the improvement of tho Police and the establishments which appear under 
tho lical Army Proposals with the same object hare made still more progress 
in tho.Shahpura Cliiefship, and are also under discussion in Tonk The Kawab 
of Tonk, on tho recommendation of tho State Council, has oOic ally announced 
the introduction of the British Codes of Criminal and Civil Procedure as a 
guide to all the Courts in his State, from tho Isl January 1891, and 13 about to 
introduce a Police Act also At Dis Ilighness's request a British Officer has

OPEOATIOX OF JIINTS IK NATIVE STATES 

Owing to the closing of the mints m British India, a large amount of 
silver found its way into the Stales of Rajputana for coinage This exten- 
sive importation and coinage of silver had the effect of depreciating the local 
currency, and, m October 1893, the Government of India advised the Native 
States that in order to keep the rale of exchange between their own rupees and 
those of the Government of India fairly efeady at or near tho ratio which pre 
vailed when the Government mints were open to tho free coinage of silver, they 
should restrict their coinage 

There arc twelve States in Rajputana which have their own mints tiz — . 

Blnrtpur, Uundi, JaiSilmir, Joypore, Jhallawar, Karauti, Kishcn«arh 
Kotah, 'Marwar, Meywar, Pertahgarh, and Tonk There are no mints at Bans*^ 
wan, Bl olcpore, Dungirporc, Shalipura, and Sirohi , while the States of Bikanir 
and Llwat have tlmr money coined under tho provisions of tho Native Coim«e 
Act (1\ of 1870), ° 
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On tlie 19th of November 1893, the Jeypore Darbar, m accordance with 
the advice of the Government of India, issued orders that, after the stock of 
silver already in band, which amounted to E66,000, had been coined, the mint 
should be closed to private coinage, the Darbar reserving to itself the right to 
coin on its own account Operations were accordingly discontinued between 
the 27th December 1893 and 10th March 1894 In consequence, however, of 
an accumulation of silver in the hands of shroffs and merchants of the aggre- 
gate weight of Jeypore rupees 11,00,000, the mint was re opened on the llth 
March 1894 to the private coinage of silver to the extent of R5,000 a day, on 
conditions that the premium rate of exchange of £3-8 between the Jeypore 
Hah and British rupee shall he mamtained and that the merchants shall not 
import any more silver into Jeypore without the express permission of the 
Darbar No silver bullion appears to have been imported into the Jeypore 
State between tbo 10th November 1893 and the 31st March 1894 

The Kisbengarb Darbar, foreseeing the depreciative effect winch the 
closure of the "mints in British India would have on the relative value of the 
Kishengarh rupee, took steps to counteract the evil * The expediency which 
first suggested itself was to close the State mint to free coinage, and this was 
accordingly done on a three months’ trial By this means the old rate of ex- 
change between the British and Kishengarh rupee was not only maintained, 
but the ratio was on an average more favourable to Kishengarh than it had 
been for some years previously But the Darbar, regarding this result as an 
indication that the Kishengarh com was becoming scarce, considered it advis- 
able to resume free coinage, but added to the ordinary mintage charges of 
the past a seignorage, varying m its rate with the fluctuations in the prico of 
silver hut sufficiently high to check any abnormal or speculative flow of 
silver to tbo mint This arrangement is working satisfactorily, and the mint 
continues its op<>rations under the above restrictions 

On tbo 2nd of September 1893, the’ Marwar Darbar increased the usunl 
coinage duty of annas 7 per cent at the Jodhporo mint, lOJ annas at Pah, 
and 12J annas at Nagore, to a uniform rate of Rl-4 for tbo three minis , this 
was again doubled on the 14tb of October 1593 In addition to this mintage 
charge an import duty of R? per cent has been introduced from the Sth 
November 1893, this duty was raised to fil2 per cent from tho 22nd January 
1594 

In Jhallawar the mint was closed lo free coinage on tho Ist Scplcmber 
1893, but to avoid a commercial crisis among tho local traders it was found 
necessary to admit for coinage silver imported or purcliascd before the Slst 
August 1893, so that the policy of closing the mint really never got a fair 
trial before it was considered advisable to reopen the mint, and this was d nt 
on the Srd of April 1591 This step was absolutely neces«ary, for in tho 
absence of big bankers, from whom com could bo obtained with ccrtamti, 
when required, local traders havc-to rclv on the mint for their supply of 
Jhallawar rupees with which to pay for the produce of the land boiisht up 
for export. If tho mint bad been kept closed, tln.ro would consequently hav« 
been no market for the cultivator’s produce, nod the result mu»t laie betn 
disastrous On.the re-opcning of tie mint a seignorage of 30 per cent wa* 
levied Till®, it is said, will be sufficient to prevent silver being bronsl t to tbo 
mint for merelv speculative purp'^c'f and should keep the supplv of o in djwn 
to market requirements 
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Tho mints at Bliartpur and Oodcyporo (Meyirar) have been closed, nnd 
no Silver has been coined in eitlierof the mints since the 26tli of June last, with 
the exception of 4,231 rupees’ worth of smalt com*, which was turned out of the 
ITejwar mint for the use of the State treasury. 

The KotaU mint was closed to the coinage of ^bar silver , hut on the 8th of 
December 1893 the Darhar passed an order that silver ornaments and jewels 
might be broken up in the mint and conveited into money to the extent of 
S20,000 during the Samhat year 1950, ending SlstiJuly 1894 , and in order to 
prevent illicit coinasreand the excessive flow of silv(Sr into the State, the Darhar 
further imposed an import duty of 13 per cent on silver 

Up to the end of llareh 1804, the Pertabgarh mint turned out 16 37,440 
Saltm Saht rupees Out of this, 1113,51,000 are said to have been re-exported 
into the neighbouring States of Dungarpore, Banswara, Jaora, Eatlam. Sitaraau, 
and Sailana, and into the town of Mandisaur, where tho com is current and 
where the merchants and sahukars deal to a great extent ip this form of 
currency. 

It was pointed out to tho Darbar that they w“re damaging trade and the 
interests of the State and its people generally by lowering the value of the local 
rupee through such extensive comago of silver Tho Pertabgarh Darbar 
accordingly closed their mint on the 1st of May 1804 

Tlie other mints in Uajputana have been practically closed to free coinage, 
the outturn being restricted to State requirements 

A statement* is attached, which shows tho quantity of silver bullion im- 
ported into each State and the uses to 
•ifpittdtB. which It was put From thisstatemontit 

will be aeon that during the period from the 2Cth of June 1893 to tho 81st of 
March 1604, about 77,51,116 rupees’ worth of silver bullion was imported info 
the States of Rajputana The greater portion of this siher passed through the 
various mints, which turned out 1153,89,213 Silver bullion to the value 
of about R8,20,8tl is said to have been boarded in substitution for rupees, and 
2,58,339 rupees’ worth is believed to have passed into the hands of silversmiths 
for manufacturing purposes 

In Jeypore the local com declined steadily from 6 per cent premium to 
2 per cent discount in November 1803 The Darhar then arranged with tlie 
local bankers and shroffs to maintain the premium rate of exchange of fiS 8 
per cent between tbo Jeyporo and British rupee 

The Ohallawar rupee, which was previously at a premium, declined consi- 
derably till, m December 1893, it stood at a discount of about 3J per cent 
lliero was a similar drop with regard to llio Kofah rupee, which declined to a 
discount of about 3 per cent , «hen compared with tho British rupee 

In Bcrtabgarh tho local com depreciated by about 12 per cent , when com. 
pared with the British or jffuWar mpeo, that is, whereas formerly 125 
Saht rupees were equivalent to 100 EalJar, tho rate of exchange now is 137 to 
100 

There appears to have been no depreciation of tbo local com in tho other 
States.

In Meywar the value of plundered property aggregated B20,000 Of the 
ill e dacoUios m Bundi two wore senous, m winch ono of the complainints was 
wounded, whilst property to the value of Ed.OOO was earned off Of the five 
dacoities in Tonk, three were grave in character In these, 18 villagers were 
wounded and property aggregating E0,333 was plundered In Huodi none of 
the dacoits were arrested, whilst m Tonk IC were captured Of the 6 Shahpura 
dacoitics, none were of a serious nature Certain changes in the organi- \ 
latiou of the police administration m Bundi, Took, and Shahpura arc under I 
contemplation Of the 14 dadoikies shown against Marwar, 0 were attributed 
to some disaffected Jaglnrdars of Hio Jaswantpura porgunnah who* attempted 
a rising against the Datbar authority They were, however, soon brought into 
order by the admirable arrangements ot Itahara^ Sir Pertab Singh, K C 8 I , 
the Musahib Ala, who marched with the Imperial Service cavalry to the spot 
and induced the lawless Thakurs to return to their villages Highway robberies 
also show an appreciable decrease, * e , from 89 to 42 This comparative decrease 
ot crime is partly ascribed to prosperous season" and partly to the Harhar’s excel* 
lent management of the criminal tnbea InBirohi the repression of dncoity has 
not been aUended with the samesucce's Senous c«mo has been less m Jlalhni, 
there having been no murders or dacoities, nod only three highway robberjts 
The nolonous dacoit Knha Behan, wlio had effected Uis escape from Marwar 
custody last year, was captured through the exertions of the Sirohi Police 
Tboeonntfj oround Sliahabad m Jhallawar was again troubled by wandering 
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gangs of dncoifs, bclierocl to hare como from Gtrallor, and a special forco had 
to bo deputed by the Darbar to that district for tbo supprowon of crime. In 
the ’[vorking of Ibo civil and criminal courts at Oodeyporo there has been great 
delay, tbo number of ca««33 uascttlcd being very great. At l!io request of the 
JIaharana, I bare placed at his disposal an ofliccr from Ajmerc to net as 
Judge of the Criminal Court, and I hope Ills Highness will take stops to improve 
the working of liis courts. Tho two serious cases of affray over boundary 
di'jmtcs in Moy war between the Jaghirdars of Bbainsroregarh and Dhangar- 
mow and T.al and Lassani, also referred to in last year's report, aro still under 
onquiry. During Iho y&ir under review seven other boundary affrays occurred 
in this State. In consoqueneo of the dcslruetton of certain boundary pillars, a 
disturbance also arose on tbo borders of the villages of Pipli in 3Ierwara and 
of Kamla and Kamli of Dcogarh in Meywav. It was soon suppressed and the 
leaders concerned apprehended. They aro now awaiting trial. In Joisalmir a 
serious affray over a land dispute occurred in July 181)3, rcsultlog in the death 
of Ibreo persons aad woundlog of eight others. Tbo offoadors bavo been 
punished by thcDarbar. Another notablo outnigo occurred iu tbo northern 
part of Slarwar over a succession ease, when tho adopted son’s party was fired 
upon by tbo bostilo faction and a man was killed. The aggrctSsors'havo been 
brought to }U3ticc. ^Vitb tbo exception of the eases noted above, the general 
pcaco of the country has been undisturbed. Cattle thefts bavo increased in Kotah 
from 41 to 01, while in Cibaoir there is a further decroaso, the number being 
200 against 253 in the previous year. Tho murder ease that occurred at 
Oodeyporo in 1802, and alluded to in last year’s report, was ro^investigated 
by tho Darbar and three persona were punished as abettors. Two cases of 
murder were reported in Dungarpore, and throe in Jliallawar. Ilino cases of 
homicide were tried by tbo Uikanir CouocU of Kcgency; eight of the accused 
persons were found guilty and sentenced to imprisqnmcnt for life. 

A question raised last year by the Dnngarpore Durbar, regarding the 
right of ciril and crimioal jurisdiction over the villages of Eamgarh and 
Datana made over as blood wito by tho Dungarporo Darbartotho Bao of 
Thaua in Meywar about ISO ycara ago, was decided by me in favour of tho 
Dungarpore claim. 

CRlSIIKAt TKICES. 

'Ko instance of serious crime has been reported during tho year in the 
3Ieena Kherar. Endeavours are being made to place on a sound basis the 
system of police control exercised over this tract, Tfao Sfoghias are reported 
to be generally contented and well controlled, especially in Marwar, in which 
State the total number of all the criminal tribes under supervision was 90,622 
individuals, possessing 173, &38 acres of land granted by tho Darbar to enable 
the tribes to settle down loan honest livelihood, Eules have been drawn up for 
controlling the emigration of Uoghias io times of scarcity. 

3IAIL ROBBBBIB& 

The perpetrators of the Jodbjmr-Phalodi and the Ramgarh^Fatebpove 
(Jeypnre) mail robberies, noticed in bwt year’s report, have bean convicted and 
sentenced io various terras of imprisonment and fine. No trace has yet bceu 
obtained of tbo offenders concerned in the Oodeypore-Kherw.vra.mail robbery 
•case, which was reported in 1691-92. No fresh case of oiaii robbery took place 
during the year.

tion, in which A great deal of useful work has been done 

Hiss Hannan has been transferred to Shikarpore from the Ladv Hufferm 
Hospital at Hlwar, and the hospital is now m charge of two female Hospital 
As'istants, who were educated at the Agra Medical Sobool It is hoped a pro 
perly qualified lady «ill shortly he obtained for this institution 

Ihe Karauli Women’s Hospital has dona good work during tho past year 
under female Hospital Assistant Hibi Asharfi 

Two female Hospital Assistants attached to the Mayo Hospital hare done 
good work, both in that institiition and in the Oity A class for dhais ' was 
kept up at the Mayo Hospital, Jeypore, with an average attendance of ten 
pupils Ihey had however to receive 112 a month for attendance, and they could 
neither read nor write Some practical knowledge was imparted to tliem, but 
the undertahiog was a difficult one 

Ihe I ictoria Hospital at Kotah is still without a qualified lady doctor

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The Gunga Ni\pas is a largo hall of audicnco in tho Bikanlr Port. It had 
its Trails completed up to tho springing of tho arches. Cikanir sandstone 
has boon used for tho carved work in the building. 

Tho cenotaph to the lato Maharaja is at Dovikund, about d miles from 
Bikanir. It is being built of Slakrana marble, and is very near completion. 

The additions to tbo Central Jail were completed during tho year. 

Tho well at tbo Jail has been sunk to a depth of 240 feet, but still 50 feet 
remain to be excavated to reach ivater-lovel. 

A magazine, guard*roorn, and workshops were constructed during the year 
for tho Imperial Service Troops, and a range of six cook*houses will soon be 
completed. 

In the Bikanir Port a large number of huts has been dismantled, and the 
site is being cleared. 

The jail at Beni is a new work undertaken during tho year. Tho esti- 
mate amounts to B3 4,000.

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BEPOET ON THE POLITICAL ADillNISTEATION 


The largo number of cases left pending at tbe end of the year cannot but 
be regarded as unsatisfactory. 

Of Civil Cases, 628 were disposed of during tbe year and 604 remained 
unsettled. 

Tbe two cases of affray over boundary disputes between tbe Jagbirdars of 
Ebainsrorgatb and Dbangarmow and Tab and Lassani, noticed in last year’s 
report, are still under tbe consideration of the Carbar, but it is anticipated that 
final orders m regard to eaeb wilt shortly be passed 

During last rainy season seven other boundary affrays occurred 
Tlie murder case Colonel Sides referred to m hia last report, has been re 
investigated, and three accused persons have been convicted and sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment varying from eighteen months to seven years 

On the 28tb December 1893, a disturbance occurred on tbe border sepatat* 
mg the Tillage of Pipli in ilerwara from the Deogarb Jagbir village of Kamla 
Kamil in Meywar, where the Tabsildar of Todgarh and the Deogarh officials 
bad met for tbe purpose of erecting certain boundary pillars wbicli had been 
destroyed by some unknown persons A collision was averted by the sensible 
behaviour of the Todgarh Tabsildar, who ordered the Pipb villagers to witb- 
drau The ringleaders among the Kamla Kamli villagers, who were tbe 
aggressors, have been arrested and brought to Oodeypore for trul 

'lbirty*scvea dacoities are said to have been committed m Meywar during 
tbe year, to which 20 persons were wounded, and property to tbe value of 
about 829,000 was carried off 

FI»A^CBS OP THE STATE 

Pot the Sambat year 1049, ending on the 28tb July 1603, the total 
revenue of tbo State is given at 825,60,396 Imperial , while the oipenditure, 
ID which the marriage of His Highness tbo Mabarana’s daughter m Kov 
ember 1802 forms a considerable item, is said to have amounted to 826,46,749 

SALT 

An Inspector of tbo Northern India Salt Revenue Department was deput- 
cd to Meywar to inspect and report upon tbo khar\ salt works Dis report 
shows that there has been a considerable improvement in the suppression of 
lAari salt manufacture and in tUo proper observance of tbo terms of tho Salt 
Agreement during the year, as compared with 1892 , still tbo Darbar’s arrange- 
ments left much to be desired Tho Darbar has been addressed on tbo subject, 
and it is hoped that the approaching lospoction will show more satisfactory 
results

During tho year, 2,650 cbosls of opium were weighed at the Olutorgarb 
scales, of these, 2,563 were exported to China and the rest to British India 
The amount of duty realised by tho British Government was 815,73,050, as 
compared with 823 71,050 in 1892-03 

Full information regarding the poppy cultivation, and manufacture and 
trade of opium in Meywar, was furziislicd to the Royal Commission sitting m 
Ajraerc, and witnesses wero deputed by the Darbar to give evidence beforo the 
Commbslon. 
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BOUNDARY SETTLEMENT 

During the year under report, Mr Brian Egortou continued tho settlement 
pt internal "boundary disputes in Meytrar By unceasing bard woik bo lias 
disposed of 90 cases, involnng about 119 miles of boundanes Of these, 15 
cases were settled by himself, and the rumamder by arbitration or by mutual 
agreement Fifty-four new cases have been added to tho list, and the total 
number still requiring settlement is reported to be 622 

REVENUE SETTLEMENT 

Since tho departure in August last of Mr A Wingate, Revenue and 
Settlement Commissioner, Moywar, the work connected with the Revenue

In May last I proceeded on six months’ special leave to Europe, and was 
succeeded by Lieutenant-Colonel Wylhe, CIE, who officiated as Resident 
until my return on the 3rd November 1893 
. MARWAR 

THE SEASON 

2 The rainfall in many parts has been greater than any before registered, 
namely, 30 inches in Jodhpore, and to tbe south 64 87 m Sanchor and 60^ inches 
at Jaswantpura 

3 But for a visitation of lats, which did not a little harm to the rain, 
and some to the winter crops, in the greater pari of the country, the harvests 
would have been much above average As it was, a bumper harvest of eat sun 
(rapeseed) was obtained m one pergunnah, and tbe lands situated near the 
delta of the Lum river, enriched by an unusual amount of silt brought down 
and deposited by some of its tributaries, produced extraordinary crops of wheat 
standing 6^ feet high 

The rats which have caused the damage are said to be of a particular 
species, and of a more ruddy colour than the ordinary held rat, and to have up to 
this appeared at different times up to 1882 in four pergunnabs only, where they 
are hnown by the name of “ Rator” or red 

Health has been good ^

increased by 206 men, 62 ■women, and 101 children, m all 301 

8 Tho acreage of land in possession of these tribes bas increased by 6,782, 
making a total of 173,638 acres For about half of the above land (82,270 
acres) leases have been issued, those for 17,131 acres having been granted dur- 
ing tho past year An improved form of lease containing a plan of each 
holding is being adopted, and for this purpose the survev of 8,0ol acres bas 
already been made Inspecting ofQcers, by the aid of these plans, mil be 
easily able to test the accuracy of returns of holdings 

CRIME 

9 Ihero have been 14 cases of dacoity 9 of them are attributed to the 
temporarily disturbed state of tbo Jaswantpura pergunnah near the Sirohi 
border (which will be alluded to further on) But for these, the decrease in this 
crime would have been remarkable 

The 42 cases of highway robbery are much fewer than oven the year 
before 

10 Though the recent prosperous seasons may have largely contributed 
to this very satisfactory decrease in crime, it may also be reasonably inferred 
that tho Darbar a management of tho criminal tribes is bearing good fruit. 

One of the perpetrators of the Government mail robbery noticed in last 
year’s report bas been convicted and sentenced 

11 Fifteen unscntenccd convicts on security have been sentenced during ' 
tho year, 19 have died, and one has absconded, leaving ICO on the register

13 Most of the alterations and additions suggested by the Chief Medical 
Officer having been completed, the One new jail is now occupied bv the pn 
soners, and IS under the superintendence of tho Ajmere Jail Darogah, whose 
services have been kindly lent to the Darbar for 6 months 

BOUNDARY SETTLESlEM 

14 As regards internal boundaries, the only work remaining is pillar erec 
tion m 19 Tillages, and the preparation of maps in 39 villages In the matter 
of external boundaries, tho Marwar Jeypore border is being demarcated by 
Motamids of both States, and a portion of the Marwar Jaisalmir border 
remains to bo settled 


LAND REVENUE. 

16, Tbo collections, though less than tho extraordinary amount received 
last year, wore nearly lakhs ahovo the average of several years past, and are 
looked upon as representing a 14 or 15 anna year, notwithstanding the damage 
by rats and a little rust 

10 Eovenue settlement operations have been retarded by the loss of the 
services of both Lieutenant Colonel Loch and his ^Vssistant, Pandit Badhawa 
Earn, who have for long been creditably associated m them The Mahkma 
Khas has undertaken tho control of this work, hut it is obvious the Musaheb 
Ala, who administers all alTairs of the State, cannot in addition to his multi 
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farious duties, continue the constant supervision of tins important and special 
Department This fact, I trust, will ero long be realized by the Darbar 
Remissions of royalty on llakrana marble required for the J ubilee Clock Tower 
and Saunder« llemorial at Ajmerc, amounting to over H3,000, were generously 
made by the Datbar 

FORESTS 

17 An arrangement has been arrived at with the Raipur Thakur, which 
places his forests vutually under Darbar management X^ala Gokaldass, the 
new Porest Officer, has proved himself efficient, and a worthy successor 
to Lala Dawlat Ram The revenue for the year shows a great increase , 
demarcation has made good progress, and an amended Forest Act has been 
published 

RAILWAY AND POBLIC WORKS. 

18 Sir. Home, the Manager of the Jodhpore Bikanir Railway, was on 
privilege leave last hot weather, and last month proceeded on furlough Mr 
Gabbctt acted for him before, and Is now acting again The net income of 
the Railway, which was greatly increased by an extraordinary salt traffic from 
Pachbhadra, gave a return of 8 02 per cent on the capital cost 

19 The Darbar afforded every facility to Mr Dease, Engineer in Chief 
of the Pachbhadra Umerkot Survey, which was earned out during tho cold 
weather 

20 The chief miscellaneous Public TVorks have been on the Jaswant Sagar 
Lake, which great work will be practically complete by next rams, and has 
this year given a return of 7 percent , the Cbowpasm bund, which is sufficiently

EDUCATION 

21 Tho Jodhpore High School has distinguished itself by passing 9 out 
of 10 pupils who presented themselves for the Entrance Examination of the 
Allahabad Dnivcrsity in April 1893 

A college, called after His Highn^ the Maharaja tho Jaswant College, 
which has been affiliated with the Allahabad University in Arts up to the Inter- 
mediate Standard, was opened at Jodhpore in August 1893 
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POST OFFICE. 

25. No new Post Offices were opened during the year. 

aiALANI. 

26. I spent 15 days in the district, and was favourably impressed by the- 
signs of confidence in Superintendent Rai Bahadur Fardyal Singh and the 
general content observable. 

Serious crime has been less, no murder or dacoities, and only three high- 
way robberies. 

The former Mnnsiff died, and has been succeeded by his brother, whose 
inexperience of the locality has further delayed this branch of business. 

IMPERIAL SERVICE CAVALRY. 

27. The regiments were ordered out in connection with a rising among 
the Thakurs in the Jaswantpura pergunnah (alluded to in paragraphs 9 and 
42), which threatened to he somewhat serious. Fully equipped and armed 
they made two marches from the capital when they were recalled, their services 
not being required. 

SIROHI. 

28. In June 1895 there was a visitation of cholera, otherwise health has 
been good. 

Heavy rain damaged the autumn crops, and rats have done some harm* 
but the rabi harvest is a good one.

being an increase of over S07, 000 in revenue and more than R40,000 in ex- 
penditure, as compared with the year before. 

The land and customs have yielded better returns, and more money has 
been spent on public works and the storage of grass. 

30. The Sirolii Police captured the notorious dacoit Kalia Rshari, who 
had escaped from Jlarwar custody, but otherwise they have not shown them- 
selves on the alert, as dacoities have not decreased. 

The arrangements in the new jail are 3 great improvement on what ob- 
tained in the old jail. Five prisoners managed to escape owing to collusion of 
tbo guards. 

31. The Darhap has opened a new dispensary at Sheoganj, adjoining 
Erinpura. 

31. Some important internal boundaries have been settled, aud an agree-

The improvement in the Abu Forests continues 
steadily, aud will bo yet more marled if the Sirohi Forest r*angcr takes the 
place of the Abu Kotwal.

On Colonel Miles' return from leave I was appointed to officiate Resident in 
Gwalior, and did not return to the Agency until 18th October last. Captain 
C. H. Pritchard held charge during my absence. 

KARAULI 

SEASOir. 

The rainfall during thcj year was 19*11 inches against 33 89 inches last 
year in Karauli itself, but the fall in the districts was heavier and both the 
/.Aari/'and rahi crops were good. 

KOTABLE EVENTS.

Highness tbe Maharajah, 

HEALTH 

The year was an unusually healthy one ond there was no cholera orsick- 
ness of any kind to speak of.

His nigliness tbe Maharajah still takes great interest in education, conlin* 
ually visits tho school at Karauli, in which now 211 boys arc receiving 
tuition in English, Persian, Hindi, and Sanskrit, and encourages education in 
every way.

The financial statement received from the Darbar for tho native finan-

vaccine operations were performed during the year, of which only 730 were 
unsuccessful 

The dispensaries opened last year in Nimbahora, Parawn, and Obabra, with 
pensioned Hospital Assistants attached to them, are reported to be doing well, 
the number of patients treated m them during the year being 8,005, 8,042, and 
2,380, respectively 

EDUCATION 

37 The schools maintained at the capital and in the districts had on their 
rolls 936 pupils at the close of the year, with a daily average attendance of 
678 25 Of^tbe 5 students who appeared (or the Entrance Esamination of the 
Calcutta University, 3 passed m the second division The Central High 
School in Tonk is well managed and has made steady progress 

MATO COLLEGE

Both the Maharaj Kunwars attended the Mayo College during the year, 
and are reported to have made satisfactory progress Besides them the sons 
of the Kbamore and Bhanopc Jaghirdars also attend the College, so that there 
are now four boys from Shahpari but as the elder Maharaj Kunwar Omed 
Singh, and Kunwar Juswant Singh of Khamoro have attained their majority, 
and arrangements are being made for their marriage, they will be withdrawn 
some time next year 


CftlUE AND POLICE 

37 Four dacoities were committed during the year, but none were 
important 

The question of the organization of a Police force in Sbabpura formed 
the subject of personal discussion with the Chief on the occasion of my visits 
to the capital m October and February, but it having already been fully reported 
on, it IS unnecessary to do more than to explain that the scheme,— which has foi 
its object the oonversion of the existing military forces of the Ohiefslup, consist- 
ing of a mixed body of regular artillery and irregular cavalry and infantry, 
into an armed police for military duty, and the creation of a separate body of 
purely civil police for purposes of watch and ward over public and private pro 
perty, and investigation of crime and other municipal duties,— has been cor- 
dially accepted by the Chief and approved by the Agent to the Governor 
General Ihe armed police, which will be the only regularly drilled force or 
body of men with any semblance of military oiganization maintained and paid 
by the Cliicfahip, has been placed, together with ns branches of civil police and 
chowkidars, under tho direct supervision of Lala Bansidhar, a pensioned 
Inpscctor of the Ajmere Police, who has been appointed by the Raja Dhiraj as 
Police Superintendent on probation for one year on a salary of EGO per mensem 

The Kamdar,Munslu Bbola Nath, continues to work in the interests of the 
Chicfship and to manage its affairs with judgment and ability Maulvi Kantn- 
uddin Khan, the head of the Judicial Department, has also gamed in experi- 
ence and done good work during the year 

RAINFALL AND CROPS 

38 The rainfall, though only 25 inches 45 cents, was sufficient for all 
agricultural purposes Both tho rain and the spring crops were good, 
especially tho latter, tho outturn of which, notwithstanding the injury caused 
to wheit m parto, is estimated as a full avenge one 

Prices remained somewhat high till the commencement of tho rams, after 
which they fell, and hare since then been cheaper than in former years But 
as a largo portion of the revenue is realized in kind, advantage was taken to 
dispose of tlio Chicfship's share of the produce before tho rains set in, when 
prices were high and favourable 

The grass crop too, being abundant, villagers were permitted to graze tlieir 
cattle in the iir# froo of charge, whilst a considerable quantity of fodder, cal- 
culated at a croro pnlas of grass, is being stored to provide for future require 
meats 
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HEALTH 

39 The general health was ozeollcnt, the year being marked by the entire 
absenue of epidemic or serious complaints of any kind 

EDDCATIOV 

40 The AnglO'YernacuIar School at tho capital continues to make steady 
progress Pour boys weio sent during tbeyear to Ajmore, all of uliom passed 
the Middle Class Examination Two of them have been awarded a scholarship 
of E16 eacli by tbc Eaja Dhiraj, for continumg their studies in the Agra 
College with a view to passmg the Entrance Examination The school had on 
its rolls at the close of the year 230 boys, with a daily average attendance of 
181 78 against 161 24 in the previoua year This is the first occasion on which 
four Shahpura boys passed at a Government examination, and the fact speaks 
well for tho interest taken by the Chief and his Ivamdar in the cause of 
education 

Tho girls’ school at the capital, and the Hindi branch school in the districts, 
arc also well reported on Tho former, which is under the care of an educated 
Panditam, had on its roll 31 girls at tho close of the year, the average daily 
attendance being 18 78 

mSPE^SART 

41 The Native Doctor formerly in chaigo retired on pension in July, and 
was replaced bi a trained Hospital Assistant from Abu Tho number of 
patients treated duiing tho year was 7,67J, tho daily average hemg 60 97 
against 101 89 in the past year 

The female hospital is being constructed, aod wiH, it is hoped, bo com 
plotcd during the current year 

A Panditani is being prepared and will be sent to Ibc Agra College to bo 
trained as a midwife

REPORT ON THE POLITICAL ADMINISTRATION 


The Sudder Court being without an experienced Judge, the Sherisbtadar 
of the Judge’s Court at Ajmere has been selected and will be appointed on his 
retiring on pension 

The number of cases pending in the Small Cau«e Court established last 
year was 8J 431 were instituted dnr ng the year, making a total of 517 Of 
these 471 were disposed of, leaving 46 on the file at the close of the year. 

There are four cslates under the management of the Court of ‘W'ards, which 
IS in charge of the Head Judicial Officer of the Chiefship, llaulvi Karirauddin 
Khan 

The Indian Penal Code and the Civil and Criminal Procedure Acts were 
latroduced durmg the year in the Phooliya Pei^unnah of the Chiefship 

EOONDARY DISPUTES. 

44 Tlierc are no boundary disputes between the Chiefship and other 
Native States The internal disputes of the Phooliya Pergunnah, however, 
for the settlement of which a special Commission was appointed in 
Pehruary 1893, still exist, only two cases having been settled durmg the 
year 

UOGUUS 

45 Tbo Moghia«, numbering 79 souls in all, aro well loohed after, and 
suitably provided with land, wells, bullocks, andseed advances They, however, 
take hut little interest in the cultivation of their lands, and are backwards in 
the payment of land ront 8ix were arrested during the year and re settled, 
while only one absconded 

FAMINE 

40 Two thousand rupees were added during the year to the Famine- 
Insurance Fund, and it is further proposed to lay by a large quantity of gram 
owing to its cheapness, to meet future contingency should any arise 

FISAKCES 

47 The financial year of the Chiefship ending July 1893, wasono in which 
some anxiety was felt as to its revenue, owing to the cultivators not having had 
tirao to recover from the elTects of the late famine, during winch they suffered 
severely by tl o loss of their cattle and manure, but the result, in spUo of the- 
misgivings, was contrary to all expectations, the receipts amounting to 
113,12,202-2 C— a result which has not been attained during tho past five years, 
m which the receipts have ranged from B2 70,017 to E3, 05, 116 The expendi- 
ture during the year amounted to fl2,G4,000, thus leaving a balance of 
111,07,112, of which 1130,400 have been transferred to tho Kbas Treasury. 
The budget for the current year shows the estimated receipts to bo Rl 0S,11 j, 
and the expenditure 112,84,097, but, owing to fall in tho price of grain, 
which forms a considerable portion of tho land revenue, a largo reduction in 
tho receipts may be expected, which will be further affected by the alienation 
of four villages of the annual value of RIO.SOO, two of which have been granted 
to the Cliiof’s youngest Rani, as already stated, and two have been sot apart to- 
provide for hii younger son when he comes of age 

The villages held by the Ham Bhattianiji, a mother of the Chief, and by 
his daughters, were resumed during the year, and money alien anccs fixed in 
lieu thereof 
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INTERNAL rOSTAf ARE\NGEWEVT 

48 The intomal system intraduced last jcar continues, and is a source 
of great convenience both to tho Cbicfshipand its subjects 

PrESEE\ATIOV OF TREE* 

49 Some 12 mautids of babul «etd TTis sown during the rear m stiilabh 
plavcs nnd it IS hoped that a contmuanto of this flan and the onfoiccment of 
the order prohibiting trees from being tut down, mil soon turn a large ana 
of uasto land into a forest yielding a fair annual revenue 

DJLTs 

50 The debts against the Jaghinhrs arc being liquid itcd by half yearly 
instalments, though not w ithout some difficulty 

JAOinPDAlS 

51 ThrfJaghtrdars rendered service in accordance mtli the terms of tht 
settlement made in 1889 

Thakur Bliahiit Singh, of TU> nal, died during the year, and having no son, 
adopted Jowahuf 8mgh, his brother, as his heir Jonahir Singh accordingly 
succeeded, but soon after tho deceased’s widow, wlio wo* pregnant, gave birth to 
a posthunous son It has therefore been decided that he sliould succeed after 
Jowahir Singh, who is without a male ben. 

CORPENCr

HIS IIIOnNESSTlIE MAJtAPAJ RANA 

The distribution of administrative powers made by the Governor General s 
Agent m December 1892, subsisted throughout the year under report His 
Highness has, I much regret to say, not enjoyed very good healtli and has 
buffered from time to time from fever* Ho only left the State to visit tho 
Agent to the Governor General at Abu m April 1893 and at Neemuch m 
February 1891 , m both cases ho was only away for a few days 

TIIF COUNCIL 

It IS with great regrat that I have to record the death during tho year of 
tw 0 Sardars, Apji Norpat Singh and Dhahai Sheo Bux , in ability and knowledge 
of tho State and its administration they were advisers whom tins Darbar could 
ill afford to lose 

The strength of the Council has been still further reduced by the departure 
of ilauaraj Balhadbur Singh who has been selected for the appointment of 
Attach^ to the Agent to the Governor General At present there are only two 
remainiD" Members of the Council, Hakim Saadat Ahmad Khan Bahadur and 
Dhabai llur Lall 

THE WORKING OF THE COURTS 

In the personnel of tho Judicial establishment there unsone important 
change during the year, Munshi Kali Charan, Judge of the Court of Appeal, 
retiring, and being succeeded by Raja Sawant Singh Tho following particulars 
regarding the working of tho Courts relate to the twelve months from tlie 1st of 
March 1893 to the 28th February 1894 

Dunn" this period tho Civil Court had to deal with 1,053 newly filed 
suits, in addition to 100 remaining over from the previous year, the total 
amount in dispute being R1,01,G''0 out of this number l.Ojt were decide 1, 
leaain" out 109 pending on the 1st of March 1694 The new institutions 
exceeded hj J77 tho number of suits filed during the preceding twelve months 
and tho Civil Court appears to have kept creditably abreast of this Iieavy increase 
m Its work It also disposed of C77 applications for executions of decree

REVENUE 

The total demand in revenue and cesses for Sambat 1949 was ni2 91,061 
as against Iil3, 17,780 in Sambat I9i8 More than R20,000 of the difference 
IS duo to tho fact that many of tbo cesses in this State are pajable trienniaJJy, 
and tint Sambat 19 19 was «o far as they were concerned a blank year The 
actual revenue demand was fuither reduced by Rl0,600, owing to the striking 
off from the rent rolls of tho assessment on lands standing in the names of 
tenants who Lad died or absconded Under Miscellaneous there was an 
increase in the demand of about R4,000 

I ho realizations on all accounts aggregated Rll, 76, 231 About fi30,000 
more may bo reckoned as quite certain to come in This leaves approximately 
B85,000 unrealized, of which it is difficult to prophecy how much will be col- 
lected I fear, boweier, there can bo no doubt that a great part of it will have 
to be struck off Tear by year, owing to tho fall m the pnees of opium, tho as- 
sessment presses more and more heavily on irrigated lands, and it will bo neces- 
sary, I think, to take m hand at once a roduction m the settlement rates 

During the year 1949 S fil7,900 odd were given m Taccavi Of this, 
R14,500 were advanced to assist cultivators in purchasing cattle, and praeti 
cally the whole of the remainder was for the construction of wells Besides 
this, nearly 17,000 maunds of gram were advanced to cultivators, all of 
which was recovered uhen the hancst camo lo 

The AAor/y harvest of 1950 S »vas excellent in the rabi I am sorry to say 
that wheat has been largely damaged by blight, and that tho poppy has 
suffered from hail, and also from the disease called “Kog,” which reduces the 
quantity and consistency of tbo juico The Deputy Collector and his assistant 
have been and are touring about tho State, investigating the condition of the 
villages which have suffered most severely 

FI^ANCE 

The silver question has naturally been tho question of tho year in Jhalla 
war The closing of tho British Hunts was followed by a sharp fall m the 
value of Jhallawar as compared with British rupees, and large importations of 
silver bullion mto the State The mint was closed to free coinage on the 1st 
September, but to avoid a commercial crisis among the local tradew, iC was 
found necessary to admit for comage silver imported or purchased before the 
31st August, so that the policy of closmg the mint really never got a fair trial 
before, on the 3rd Aprillast, It was deemed advisable to re open it In the 
absence of big hanker®, from whom coin can bo obtained with certainty when 
required, local traders have to rely on the mint to supply them with Jhallawar 
rupees with which to pay for produce bought up for export If the mint hi I 
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Ucn Xept filiut there Mould consequently have been no matlet for the 
cuUivnlors’ produce, and the results must bare been ‘disastrous On the Srd 
April tlicrelore the mint vris re opened a seignorage of 10 per cent being levied 
This should, I tbinh, prevent silver being brought to the mint for merely 
speculative purpo«e'!, and should heep the supply of com donn to market 
requirements 

PUBLIC MTOnKS AAD MEDICAL DEPARTMEATs 
These departmental reports are being separately submitted as usual, and I 
need not go into details here 1 he vital statistics furnished by the Darhai, I 
must however note, dearly show the urgent necessity for increased supervision

The distnbution of the rainfall was on the whole, good, and the kharif 
crop would hare been satisfactory throughout the State, had it not been for the 
injury caused m some places by a plague of field mice These animals com* 
pletoly destroyed tho crops in 91 Tillages in the Lunkaransar and Nuhar 
Tahsils, and caused considerable damage elsowhero The rah crops m the 
north of the State promise welt, and there is a noteworthy increase of raht 
cultivation in the Nubar, Bahadcran, and Bajgarh Tahsils Tho land revenue 
was expected to amount to BCC0,000 The actual realizations haro been 
BTjIS 650 on account of the year under review, and R44,210 on account 
of arrears of previous years 

COURT OF WARDS 

8 Pivo new estates came under the management of the Court of "Wards 
during the year, bringing the total number up to 25 Another estate that of 
Kanwari, the Battadar of which 1 as recently died, will come under the Court’s 
management shortly Tho Pattadar of Dadrewa attained his majority during 
tho year, and his estate has been made over to him Of the 23 estates now under 
management, 9 are entirely free of debt, and in 0 of tho lemainder tho debts 
do not exceed a year s income • The total amount claimed from all of these 
estates, when they came under management, was B7,90,730, and the amount 
for which decrees were gnen was B3<’5,22t Of the latter sum £2,89,760 
have now been paid The balance is being cleared by regular instilments 

FINANCE 

D The receipts for the Sambat year 1919 (1892 03) amounted to 
B19,83 WO-G 0, and the expenditure to £20,11 610 2 1, including 
£0 62 126 2 6 extraordinary expen'es Tho year under review opened with 
n credit balance of E1C,16 648 13, of which £12 34 300 were invested in 
Government Paper The extraordinary expenses include £5,30 000 lent to 
the Marwar Darbar on account of tho Bailway, £1,06,547 expended directly 
on tho Railway, £S3,14G lent to Sardars, £20 900 spent on famine relief, 
£68,168 paid as compensation to owners of houses removed from the com- 
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pound of tlio Fort and other miscellaneous items, such as the entertainment of 
guests bringing TiLa, latrines for tbo palace, refund of fines, etc

TUo number of cases instituted during the year was 9,291, showing an 
increase of 1,505 as compared with the previous year The increase is common 
to all Courts ami all classes of cases, save revenue cases instituted lo Kizamats 
and Tahsils, which fell from 1,073 to 1,687, and is most remarkable in civil cases 
instituted in the Lo»»er Courts, which rose from 2,813 to 4, <528 Tlie incro'ise in 
cinl legislation is probably duo to the good barrests of 1S92 93 and 1893-91, which 
led creditors to attempt to get in their outstanding debts Suits on account of 
money transactions rose from 2,C03 to 4,311 Of tbe 9,863 coses which came 
before the Courts for disposal, including those pending at tlio commencement 
of the year, 0,092 or 92 10 per cent wore decided Tiio coiTespondiug figures 
for 1602 03 were 8,316 and 7,712, respectively , giving a percentage of 03 13 
cases duposed of. 

Of tho4,820cml cases tried during the yoir, 3,730 or 6C6 were decided m 
favour of the plaintiffs The proportion of revenue suits decreed was much 
the same, being 07 2 per cent Pour hundred and cighfj seven civil and reie- 
nuo appeals came before the Nizamats from the decisions of Taliaildars The 
findings of the Lower Courts were confirmed in 245 or about half of them 
The result of the apycals lo the Appellate Court was not much bettor, only 
2 15 decisions out of 411, or 55 3 percent , being confirmed Of tho IIQ appeals 
which camo hoforo the Council of Bcgoooy, tbo decision of tlio Appellate Court 
was upheld in DO cases, or 77 0 per cent 

Tho total number of criminal cases instituted in llio Nizamats and Tahsils 
was 1,C53, as cominred with 2,503 m tho previous year, shoKing an Increase of 
150 cases. The incroaso was, however, confined pnncipillj to petty offonccs, 
nnd there was a satisfactory dccrc3*o from 258 to 200 in cattio thefts, and from 
350 to 332 in otn''r thefts Altogether 1,G70 criminal cases came before tbeso 
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Courts for disposalj of winch 33 were transferred toother Courts and 22 were 
pending at the close of the year Of the 1,615 cisos tried, punishment was in. 
flicted m 787 or 48 7 per cent The value of the property reported to have been 
stolon during the year was 1144, Go3, as against R23 123 in 1892 93 
Property to the amount of R18,292 was recovered Out of 398 head of 
cattle said to havo been stolen, 273 were recovered Of the 106 criminal 
appeals which came before the hizamats during the year, the decisions of the 
Lower Courts were upheld m 47, rejected in 32, and altered m 23 
The Appellate Court had to deal with 225 criminal appeals and the 
decisions of the Lower Courts were upheld m 67 1 per cent of them Ninety 
criminal appeals came before the Council, who upheld the decision of the 
Appellate Court m 60 cases 

Nine cases of homicide were tried by tho Council In five of them, which 
appeared to be cases of murder, and m which eight persons were involved, the full 
Council sat with the Political Agent as President All the accused were found 
guilty, and sentenced to imprisonment for life 

DISPENSARIES AND VACCINATION 

11 There was no outbreak of epidemic disease though fever and bronchi- 
tis were prevalent Two hundred and seventy-six major and 4 579 minor 
operations were performed during the year Seventten thousand nine hundred 
and eighteen vaccinations took place, of which 17 836 were successful Tho 
total cost of vaccination was &l,151 8 0, or one anna per head A new 
dispensary was opened at Slirzawala during tho year

The increase under the head of Letter mail articles delivered daring the 
year, is in accordance with the development of the post office work and calls 
foi no comments It is, however, noticeable that the increases under the 
heads— 

(1) Letters, 

(2) Postcards 

(3) Newspapers and packets 

are relatively quite out of proportion to ono another Postcards show an 
increase of 200,863 or 7 7 per cent , while letters increased only by 4,126 or only 
087 per cenf Newspapers and packets increased by 18 912 or 3 4 per cent 
These figures show that although there is no falling off m the number of letters, 
yet postcards are steadily on the increase and promise m a few years to be the 
chief source of communication among the natives owing to the cheapness of the 
postage The increase under the bead of newspapers and packets is very 
favourable and is probably due to the spread of education and the natural conse- 
quences resulting therefrom that is, the demand for news or literature by the 
educated classes 

The increase under the head of Parcel mad articles js very abnormal The 
increase is mTioly m the number of uninsured articles whilo there is actually a 
falling off in the number of insured articles For the enormous increase that 
has occurred, there appears to be no specific reason Eveiy class of parcel mail 
articles, except insured parcels, appear to have increased correspondingly, and it 
therefore is not readily ascertainable what is tbe cause of the inciease of nearly 
thirty per cent under tins bead It is, however, supposed that th** slack work 
in the past three years is now at an end, and that the former brisk busmess m 
parcel transactions through the Post Office is now reviving uith the general 
prosperity prevailing in Kajputaoa 

The increase in Money Orders issued is normal, and appears to bo the usual 
annual increase, which is attributaWefo the ever increasing popularity of the 
Money Order sjstem with the non mercantile portion of the public In the 
number and value of money orders received for payment the decrease observed 
m the year 1892 93 still continues and is, the Deputy Postmaster General is 
of Qpmion, due m tbe mam to tl e introduciion of the cnbnnced rate of com 
mission at nearly all of the offices m Sliekhawati and Bikanir on money orders 
for payment at these offices Tbe falling off under this bead is sfeadi/y going 
oij,andisprobablyoneof the reasons for the greater increase than usual of the 
parcel traffic, in that com is often transmitted surreptitiously m parcels with a 
view to avoid the double rates of commission on money orders The transmis- 
sion of com m uninsured parcels, (bongh against the regulations of the Depart 
ment, IS oflen resorted to by the poorer classes of the native public, in order to 
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send a little pecuniary present to tbexr relatires m the Sbekhairati and Bikanir 
districts on occurrence of domestic events 

Appendix 111 A — A very great falling off is reported in the insurance of 
parcels, posted m Rajputani, during tho past year In the number of insured 
articles posted, there is a falling off of 2,417 articles or 15 3 per cent , and of 
fil2,30,956 in lalue or B23 G percent lliis falling off is said to boduemainlv 
to tbe closing of several of the mints in the Native States in Rajputana con* 
sequent on the depression of the value of silver, and is also prohahl) caused bv 
limit of insurance in value to El.OOO, fixed in May 1691, and to the trans 
missions of valuables at cheaper rates as insured goods by tho Railwav This 
is chiefly the case m regard to parcels of valuables despatched by the Railway 
from Bikanir, Mtrta, Mundiva, and Nagaur Tbe increase of 3 6 per cent m 
the number of ordinary parcels IS due to the natural tendency to increase of 
this class of postal articles 

Appendix /F,- — There were no highway robberies of mails m this Circle 
during the year, although a highway robbery of the mails uliicb left Jhalra 
patau on tho night of the 15th October 1893 occurred between Borda and 
Bmda m Jhallauar on the mail line from Jhalrapatan to Agar Tins high 
way robbery concerns the Central India Circle, although the scene of the 
robbery is nitbin the limits of the jurisdiction of the Kajj utana Agency

It is, 
however, to bo rcgrctled, as tbccharge, althougb to small, is In cice«s of the 
rates charged bv tho salt brokers and fonvarJiog agents at the dep6(s The 
largo fallings off arc on indents for Sarobbar salt, and arc possibly due to the 
raising of tho cost of Ssmbliar salt, which has had relatively an opposite 
effect at Pachbbadra, masmueh as tl ere was a drmard forPa'libhidra salt four 
times as great as the demand during ihc previous year 
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6 Oa the 31st March 1894, there trerc fourteen combined Post and 
Telegraph Offices in the circle Boring fho year combined offices were opened 
at Bbartpur City, Jhalrapatan, and Took During the year 24 155 telegrams 
were sent from the fourteen combined offices, and 27,763 telegrams were 
receired by them Tlie revenue realised by this Department on behalf of the 
lelcgraph Department at the fourteen combined offices amounted to 
H 21 648 4 0, at a cc^t of B5,42313& debitable to tb^ Telegraph Depart 
ment The cheap agency aOorded by this Department has induced the Tele« 
graph Department to come forward and extend wires to several of the 
important towns in Pajputana, and further extension* are under contemplation. 

In addition to this agency, tlm Department also booked 4 553 messages, 
giving a revenue of B 4,651.2 0, at 68 receiving offices, gratis for transmissions 
by post to the nearest telegraph office for onward transmission thence by wire

Colonel G. B. Trevor, C.S.I., who had filled tho appointment of Agent 
to tho Governor-General during the last five years, vacated ofHec on tho fore- 
noon of tho 20th Haruh 189S, mahtng over charge to mo. As ho held oQlcc for 
all but a few days of tho year, he has, at my request, left notes for this report 
U’hieh wiJJ he found under fho heading of Naliro States : my Tcmaris arc of 
necessity confined to a few general observations. 

Tho changes during tho year amongst tho officers of tho subordinate 
Agencies arc noted below:— 

1. Mei/toai' JJcsidrwcy.— Licutcnant-Oolonol H. C. IVyllic, C I.P , 

controlled tbo alTairs of this Residency during tbo year, except for & short 
period (Gth Septemher to 1st November 189i) spent on privilego leave. 
During his absence Surgeon-Major P. D. Tank, Residency Surgeon, Oodoy- 
pore, carried on tho current duties of tbft office. 

2 Jct^porc IZcsidriJcy.— Colonel IT. F. Pridcaux, C.S.I., was in uninter- 
rupted charge throughout tho year. 

3. TTfttcrn Jlypulana Stales 2le$ideney.—l held sole charge up to 
the I9lh March 1893 and continued to perform the duties of the appointment, 
in addition to my own as OfTiciiting Agent to the Governor-General until the 
22nd March 1S95, when I was relieved of the •ubordinate charge by Lieuten- 
ant.Colonel J. U. Newill. 

4. iTojfcrn Lieulcnant-Coloncl N. C. Martclli, who l.id 

filled the appointment of Political Agent for many years past, was t^ansfeTT^:d 
during the year to HaroJa as OfiiciaUns; Agent to the Gorrmor-GeneraJ, being 
relieved by licutcnant.Coloacl XL Fraser on the 23fd Fchniafr 1^95. 
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B Haraoh Aqenoy — Lieutenant-Oolonel A P Thornton’s lodj standing 
connection with this Agency was interrupted on the 18th Slareh 189a hy his 
appomttnent to officiate as Commissioner, Ajmere Slerwara. He n-as succeed- 
ed at Deoil by Captain A P Pialiey. 

G Kolak Agency — Major 0 Heriiert held this charge throughout the 

year 

7. B%kantr Agency — Prom the 20lh to the 29ih April 1894, the current 
duties of the Agency were earned on by the 0ml Surgeon, Surgeon-lfajor 
H N T. Harmgton "With this exception the office of Political Agent was 
held by Lieutenant-Colonel W Loch tliroughont the year 

8 Uhcar Agency — Major T. 0 Pears held charge during the year under 
report, except for the period from the 24th July to the 22nd October 1894, 
when he obtained privilege leave Dunng Major Pears’ absence Captain 
A P Pinhey officiated as Political Agent 

9 Jhallnicar Agency — The changes of incumbents in the case of this 
Agency have again been somewhat numerous Mr. Q K Irwin, ICS, held 
charge from the Isk April 1894 to the 7th January 1895 he then proceeded 
on furlough for two years, being reheved by Lieutenant Colonel E A Fraser. 
The latter, however, did not remain long, as on the 16th February 1893 ha 
left to tate up the appointment of Political Agent, Eastern States, mce Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Martelh as already noted On Lieutenant-Colonel Fraser's 
departure. Major 0 Herbert assumed charge of Jhallawar, which h© bdd in 
addition to his own duties as Political Agent, Kotah, until be was relieved 
of It by Captain W Evans Gordon on the 23rd March 1895 

In the above notice mention is made of only nine Political Agencies, but 
during the year under report a tenth one was formed by the detachment of 
the Took State from the Haraoti Agency and its formation into an independ- 
ent political charge Captain Pritchard was appointed to be the first incum- 
bent of tbe new Agency in addition to hia duties as Revenue Officer, Tonk, 
with effect from the 26th October 1891 This arrangement is expected to 
last for three years counting from the date on which Captain Pritchard’s 
services were lent for employment as Revenue Officer, cw > the 24th January 
1894 

Lieutenant H T Pritchard assumed Political charge of the States of 
Banswara and Pertahgarh from Captain A F Pinhcy on the 18th March 1895 
Regarding the latter officer’s sernces during his long connection with Bans- 
wara, tho Resident, Meywar, writes — . 

“The marked improvement, wbicb is apparent m Banswara affairs, is 
largely attributable to tho tact, patience, and good management tbe Assistant 
Political Agent Captain Pinhey has displayed m his relations with the Chief, 
and the good influence he has thereby attained ”

annual tour commenced on the 37th November 1894 Leavin'' Abu on that 
dato Colonel Trover reached Deoh on the 28th The next day the Deoli Irre- 
gular Force were inspected, and on tho 39th Colonel Trevor, accompanied by 
lus staff and tho Political Agent, Haraoti, arrived at Bundi, where tho party 
stayed three days Visits were exchanged with tho Atahorao Raja The nest 
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place visited vras' Kotah wbicli was roaclied oa Ibo 3rd December. Hero a halt 
of three days was made during which tho Maharao was interviewed, tbo jail 
inspected, and 'other business attended to. From Kotah a start was made for 
Jhalrapatan, where Colonel Trevor arrived on the 7th December* Similar 
functions were performed as at Koiab. Jlialrapatan was left oa the 11th and 
Neemucb reached on the 12th. Hero risits were exchanged with the Slaha* 
rawat of Pertabgarh. Taking tho train at Neemuch on the 14th December, 
Colonel Trevor arrived at Jodhpore on tbo 15tb idem where he stayed till the 
19th, tho time being spent in the same way as at tbo other Capitals visited. On 
the 19th Dccemhor Bjkanir was reached. Hero visits were exchanged with 
the young Chief and the jail and dispensary inspected. Colonel Trevor also 
laid the foundation stone of a hospital which Seth Bhagwandass, of Bikauir, is 
building. Colonel Trevor left Dikamronthe21staDd reached Sikar on the 22nd 
traveUiag by d&k. from Kuchawan road, a distance of 48 miles. From Sikar 
Colonel Trevor travelled to Jeypore arriving on the evening of the 24th Decem- 
ber 1894. Here ho paid a visit to the Maharaja and Teceired one in return : he 
also inspected tho Imperial Service Transport Corps and distributed prizes to 
the students of the Maharaja’s college.

tion on the 9tb. At Dbolepore be saw the Mabaraj Baoa, and on the 12th 
arrived at Bhurtpore, whew he stayed till the 38th. His time here was ooou. 
pied in discussing Bburtpore aTairs, inspecting the jail, dispensary, and school, 
and also the Imperial Service I^ops. A start was next mado for Kcrowh 
which Colonel Trevor reached on tho evening of the J6th, travelling by dftk 
from Hindaun road, a distaoce of 63 miles. After exchanging visits with the 
Maharaja Colonel Trevor left KcrowH for Bindaun road and arrived at Jey- 
pore on tho night of the 22Dd January. After a day’s halt he proceeded by 
d&k to Tonk where ho saw His Highness the Nawah, inspected tho jail and 
hospital, and distributed prizes to the students of the Nawab’s school. Jteturn- 
ing to Jeypore from Took Colonel Trevor travelled to Ajmerc, arriving oa the 
29th January, and making one halt there, continued his journey by rail to 
Erinpura road and theneo by road to Erinpura. On tho SOlh January tho 
Eriapura Irregular Force iiere inspected, and tho next day CoJonci Ireror 
travelled by dkk to Sirohi. He inspected tho jail and hospital on tho Ist 
February, and on tho 2Dd left Sirohi for Abu cW Anadra, arriving at head- 
quarters in the afternoon. 

On the Ist March Colonel Trevor proceeded by rail to Ajmero where on 
tbo Srd idem he exchanged visits with the Maharaja of Kishengarh and the 
Nawab of Tonk. On the 4th ho inqiected the lines of the Merwara Battalion, 
presided at the Eighth Annual Meeting of the TTalterkrit Rajputra Sitkaritu 
Sabhoy” and also opened tho Jfew General Hospital at Ajmero. On the 6th 
Colonel Trevor travelled to Cbitor to bid good-bye to the Mabarana of Oodey- 
pore. From Chitor Colonel Trevor Irarelled to Jodhpore where he presided at 
the opening of the Jodhpore Horse Fair, which has been named after him by 
the Maharaja. After faking fioai leave of Bis Higbnes* Colonel Trevor left 
Jodhpore on the llfh March and arrived at Abu on the 12th March. On the 
19th idem he vacated tho oQlee of Agent to the Governor-General, and left the 
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same day for Bombay en route to England after having been received at all points 
tbrougbout bis long farewell tour by jirononnced marks of regard, which testi- 
fied to the eslimalion in which he was held and the eminent success of his 
service m Eajputana, both as Commissioner of Ajmere-Jferwara and Agent 
to the Governor-General for Eajputana and Chief Commissioner, Ajmere- 
Jklerwara

Maharaja Bam Singh, of Bbnrtpofe, having proved ineompetent, was 
deprived of ruling powers in Februpry 1895, and the State nas placed under 
the supervision of the Political Agent, the administration being earned on 
through a Pewan For this post Kumar Shri Harbliamji Bawaji, B A , 1/ L IT , 
was selected and entered upon his duties on tlie 30th Jlarch 1893 

Mabaraj liana Kalim Singh, of Jballawar, was accorded full governing 
powers during the year under report, the reservation made m regard to the 
control of the Eevenue Department having been withdrawn lo September 1894 
The Council was abolished in tbo aame month, the business of administration 
being conducted through a Dawao to irbich office His Highness has appointed 
Pandit Parmanand, formerly Slir Jlunshi m the Bhopal Agency 

Bai Panna Lai Mehta, C I E , popularly styled Dewan of ITeywar, resigned 
bis post during the year, after a service of twenty-five years as Chief Ministeml 
Officer in the State, the duties of tbo appointment ore now discharged by two 
officials named Kotbari Batwant Singb and Sahiirala Arjan Singh 

Pandit Shamji Krishan Varma, who was a member of the JUahendroj 
Sahha or State Council at Oedevpore, vacated bis office in January 189o, 
baviog secured the post of Dewan of the Junagadh State in the Bombay Piesi 
deocy. 

Kaviraj Sbyamal Das, bead of the Cbarans of Moywar, with a reputation 
extending to other States in Bajputana, died in June 1894 The deceased bad 
great influence in the time of the late Maharana Sujjan Singh, and was also 
referred to for advice by the present Chief Ife receircd the title of Maha- 
mahopadbyaya from the British Government in January 3888, 

Bai Bahadur Hardyal Singh, Secretary to the llusihib Ala ofiIarwar,died. 
in July 1694 He had been in Slarwar since 1883, and bis many and important 
services were much appreciated by the Darbar His son, ilr Eoda Mall, has 
been provided with an appointment in the State 

Iter Majesty the Queen-Empress has been pleased to confer upon Eis High 
ness tbo 31aharao of Sirohi the dignity of a Knight Commander of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. The insignia of the Order were delivered to 
Ills Highness by Colonel Trevor it a Darbar held at Mount Abu on the 16iU 
March 3S9o 

Mr Milapciiand was re-appointed Dewan of Sirolii in June 1694 He had 
served the State in the same capacity before, but resigned office in 1892 

His Excellency the Commander id Chief in India paid short visits to Ulwnr 
md Bliurtpore in Dtcemler 3(*94, and durmgthc year Prince Aziz, nephew of 
the Kl edive of Egypt, visited Jodhpore. 

Tbo ^falnrani of D1 olepore died at Chail near Simla in JIny 1894 On 
the 4th August following IIis Highness tho Jloharaj Bana left Dliolcpore for 
Ootaenmund and did not return to his Stale till the end of ^ovcmber 

In January 1893 tho eldest son of tbo Bnjn Dbiraj of Sliabpura was 
mamed to the daugliter of tho Baja of Khetri The Baja Dhiraj has as«igncd 
a vilLige j itlding an annual income of BIC.OOO to his son, and has also bestowed

TTortli 1110,000 on his brido. The younger son, who is still unmarried, 
receives a grant of EG, 000 yearly. 

Raghunath Das, Superintendent of Rovcnuo, KofoL, was promoted to a 
seat in tlio Council during the year in tho vacancy caused by the transfer of 
Saiyid Jafar Uu^sein to Jeypore as member of tho Council of that State. Babu 
Gobind Pershad, who has been fifteen years in tho service of tho Darbar and is 
possessed of varied esporience, has been appointed Superintendent. 

Pandit Ram Charan, Deputy Collector, who joined the Jhallawar State 
service during tho minority of the present Chief and was appointed head of the 
Revenue Department, resigned his post during the year : so also did tho Assist* 
ant Deputy Collector Mir Mahomed Uusein. Tho former has been replaced 
by the Manager of the Customs Department and tho latter by the Sadr 
Kanungo, but they aro both required to carry on the duties of tho higher offices 
in addition to their own receiving much lower pay than tho officials they "have 
succeeded. It seems doubtful if these arrangements promise noil for the 
efficient working of the Land Revenue Doparlment. 

SEASONS AND CnOPS. 

A statement is attached, marked A, shewing the rainfall during 189^95. 

In the majority of the States the monsoon was, on the whole, favourable. 
In Jeypore a long break of over a month in tho middle of the rainy season 
slightly damaged the sowings which also BuJered in the neighbouring' 

State of Kishengarh owing to deficient rainfall. 

Inopportune rain caused injury to the crops in Marwar and Jafsalmir. 
Both these States as well as Bikanir were free of the plague of field rats 
referred to in last year’s report. These posts, however, caused somo damage in 
Sirohi. 

In Ulwar, owing to tho lateness of the monsoon, the land under hharif 
cultivation diminished by 13,750 acres, Ihis was unfortunate os the cultiva- 
tors had reaped but a poor harvest from the previous rabi, although a far 
larger area had been sown with spring crops. Notwithstanding these results 
there was an increase of immigration into the State, the number of new settlers 
being returned at 448 against 432 in tho preceding year. Tho former figure 
includes 326 returned emigrants who left their homes during the famine of 
1S77-78. 

The year was a good one as regards fodder, and the grain crops were, 
generally speaking, up to the average. The linseed crop was considerably 
damaged in Kotali and Jhallawar. 

The prices of food-grains were low and are expected to continue so, 

Prom the generally favourable agricultural condition above dcfcrjlxd, 
however, must bo excepted the Tonk rorganah of Sironj situate in Central 
India. This district suffered from distress during a portion of the year uiidtr 
report oning to tho abnormally high prices of food.grains caused hy tl;t 
almost entire failure of the wheat crop of roii, 1694. Relief irorks 
opened, and though it is reported that they were not resorted to in any uuMt,* i? 
by the poorer clashes, they were nevertheless useful in providing sijbd»*« v 
for the really needy, Tho State also arranged through Captain )'riu i 
Revenue Officer, for the purchase of 22,SOO luaunds of seed grain o* / j 
I mperial B7 4,000 which was distributed in takavi to the cultivaU-/? > , 
them to sow wheat during tho rabi of 1893, as their stock of J. ^ ^ _ 
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eiljausted Ijf the loss of the previoTO year's crop The people have shll hard 
times before them, but the Nawab and his adrisers are alire to the situation, 
and even vrera this not so, it la unbkely, under the present conditions of the 
administration, that the interests of the diatnet will be neglected 
TOE waltebkkit rajpotea hitkaevi sabSa. 

This Sabha continues to discharge satisfactorily the work of introducing 
social reforms in Rajputana In this it is chiefly aided by thelocal Committees, 
who watch with increasing vigilance the carrying out of the rules m their 
respective States 

The Chiefs of several of the Native States have begun to realise the misery 
irhich the observance of old customs caused to their subjects, and have, with 
the assistance of the local Sabhas, introduced reforms among them, "which with' 
out such aid would never have passed beyond the good intention stage The 
operations of the Sahha had prepared the people for the acceptance of all these 
measures , notable among which is the one designed for the benefit of the 
cultivators 

The Sabha is considered at the head of social institutions in Bajputana 
which look to it for light and leading It is solely due to influence that 
the various other communities have come to recognise the desirability of 
introducing similar reforms among themselves and which they are trying to 
bring into operation 

The report of the Sabha for 1804, which hw been published separately, 
shows in detail the advancement which it has made during the year under 
review From tbo statemont given helow, it will be seen that the breaches 
against the Sabha s rules are generally decreasing 
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NATIVE STATES 

The following notes referring to the Native States were written by Colonel 
Trevor on the eve of his departure 

During my late farewell tour I visited every State (and Khetri and Sikar), 
with tlio exception of Banswira, Pertabgarli and Dungarpore Ihe Chiefship 
of Bhahpura was also omitted, though I twice arranged to visit the Raja 
Dhiraj, circumstances prevented his rccemng me on the dates fixed The 
following notes refer to the general condition of the several States 

J^atierit Stales, Bhuripofe — ^The onforeunata condition of this State has 
been separately represented, and under the orders of Govemmoat the Maharaja 
has lately been set aside It is intended tlial tho State shall be administered 
by a ^atlT 0 Dewan under the control of tho rolitical Agent 

J>holepore and KeroioU —Tbero is nothing special to record cf Kcrowli and 
Dholcporo uUtch are going on well

Jeypore — For some years post this important State has obtained a reputa- 
tion for beiug well administered which I holiore to bo well deserved In 
respect to revenue, public works, and education at the Capital, results have been 
secured which reflect great credit on the Darbar There is some reason to 
think that the Police Administration has not been equally efficient The 
Maharaja is alivo to this, and if he can succeed m applying a remedy and also 
in making some of his leading Jagirdars moro satisfied with the present rSyma, 
he and his able Chic! ilcmber of Council, Kai Bahadur Kanti Chandcr 
Mookerjee, C I E , will leave little to he desired A want of harmony between 
a Darbar and some of its Chief Tbafcurs is no new thing in Rajputana, hut it 
IS nevertheless a defect which every well wisher of a State where it exists 
must ha anxious to see removed by tact, moderation, and good feeling on both 
sides 

Kiahengarh — This State continues m a satisfactory condition, and the 
Mahaiaja is much and rightly plea'cd with the efforts of his Chief Member of 
Council, Bai Bahadur Sham Sunder Lai 

Jhallcxear —The remarks in mv last report legarding this State may bo 
r« pcated with this addition that I entertain a hope that tho ilabaraj Rana 
will, as be gams exponcnce, remove the reproach which has been attached to 
his name in time p'tst 

Kotah — While the admimstration of this State continues satisfactory &s 
la former years, the point which has struck me most lately is the way m which 
the Maharao has dcvelopc’’ ^ 1 * ^

Manear — ^In my last report I very briefly summarised the chief 
administratiTO results of late years in this State, which continues to progress 
in a manner which, considcriog its couditiou twenty or fifteen years ago, 13 
really surprising The great debt it owes its leading pioneer Colonel Powlett, 
the credit due to Mr. Homo for bis excellent management of tho railway and 
public works, and the efforts of other British officers are freely acknowledged 
by the Darbar, hut it is obvious that tho be^t advice and most energetic super 
vision could do little without ttie cordial co operation of tho State and its offi* 
cials The Maharaja with his Minister Sir Pratap bingh are, therefore, entitled 
to tho honour of having advanced Marwar to its present position, and it is diffi 
cult to speak too highly of the manner in which their influence and energy 
have been exertised Of the other States m Western Rojputaaa, Jaisalmir, and 
Sirolu, there is little to add to what was said in my last report regarding their 
Batisfactory condition The young Mahaeawal of Jamlmir has lately joined 
tho Miyo College It is, I think fortunate that when his father died m March 
1891 , he left behind him as Dewan Mehta Jagjiwau who has proved himself a 
strong and good guardian 0! tho State Those who know ilahario Kmm Smghjl, 
of Sirohi, and his desire to advance the inlen’sls of his people have been pleased 
to SCO him lately honoured by Her Majc^lj tho Queou BmproB with the dignity 
of a Knight Commander of the Slnr of Indio. 
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Met/icar — ^The chief crent in tbia State bas been the constiuction of Ibo 
railtvay from Ohitor noi7 nearmg cooiplotioa and of the telegraph already com- 
pleted. ’When Oodeypore baa been placed in commnnication with the outer 
world by railway and telegraph, an impetus will be given to its trade, and pro. 
greas m all btancbea of its admimstration may be anticipated Until the roll- 
in" stock ordered by the Darbar is received from England, the railway is, I 
understand, to be worked by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India and Kaj- 
putana-llalwa Kailoay Company, an arrangement which will, I think, be 
found more economical and satisfactory tban if the State were to undertake 
the task through a competent officer in its own service Tins, honerer, is a 
matter for future discussion The subjects of the Jlabarana and the public 
generally will long be grateful to His Highness for the benefits extended to 
them through the railway and telegraph I shall hope to see the revenue, judi- 
cial, and police administration of the State improved by degrees as long stand- 
ing difficulties melt away. Ihe chief difficulty experienced by the Barhar is 
in dealing with its most influential feudatory Jagirdars, who have long been 
accustomed to question and ignore its authority to intervene in the adminis- 
tration of their estates This largo and thorny question is only adverted to 
hero, because it is impossible to avoid alluding to it even in the most cursory 
glance at affairs in lleywar I must also notice the resignation towards the 
close of the year of Bai Panna Ijal Mehta, C I E , who filled the post of 
Dewan (though not formally entitled to that designation) for twenty-fiv e years 
and earned high credit from, successive Residents. 

JBansicara — My previous reports on this State showed the necessity for 
the serious warning addressed to the Maharawal by Uis Excellency the Viceroy 
in June last 'XUe latest reports from the Assistant Besident, Captain Finhoy, 
and the Resident, Colonel Curzon tVyllie, show, I am glad to see, that His 
Highness has taken this warning seriously and means to net on the advice 
given him I trust ho will preserve this attitude. 

Tertabffarh —The Chief here has always been actuated by a desire to do 
Ills best for the State and again merits recognition for the vray in which effect 
has been given to that desire 

2)ungar’pore — I am sorry I cannot give as favourable an account of this 
State .ns, looking to the personal relations between Ibo Maharawal and British 
officers which bare always been most conlial, I could wish, but tlio discontent 
between the Barbar and its Jagirdars adverted to in former reports continues, 
and the enquiries made by the Supenotendent of the Hilly Tracts, Meyvvar, and 
the Resident into this and other matters reveal so much cause for complaint 
against the Barbar that I have thought it necessary to address a khanta to 
His Highness, who will, I hope, replace Ins present Kamdar by some one less 
unpopular, and sco that his subordinate officials are more efficient 

Tonk — It was thought advisable during the year to entrust the Revenue 
Officer lent to this Stale with the potrers of a Political Agent ITLen the 
revenue settlement conducted und^r the orders of Government has been fairly 
introduced and the State debts, for the liquidation of which the Government 
has also incurred responsibility, are wiped out, as I trust they will be in four 
or five years, the Birbnr should be able to control its own administration 
without any assistance from the Government The Nawab and the Vico Pre- 
sident of the Council, Sahibzada Mahomed Oheidulla Khan, have been most 
courteous and obliging m acting on my adrico and that of the Political Agent 
As certun criticisms had been passed on tlio Revenue Settlement effected 
bv Slijor Pears, and the Gnveromont of India wished to have an opinion on 
them from some experienced Settlement Officer, the Darbar kindly accepted tho 
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suggestion that ITr J Hooper, 10 8, should be deputed to Took for this pur- 
pose This deputation only took place a few weeks ago and Mr Hooper’s re- 
port IS still awaited 

Bmdi —It IS disappointing that in this most conservative state the suh- 
3 ect which has for some time past called for action, ctz , the improvement of the 
police has made but little progress. In other respects there is little cause for 
remark The Darbar is in touch with the people, who, I believe, are content 
and 13 loyal to the Government 

Shahpura — Prom the reports of the Political Agent and my own know- 
ledge of the affairs of this Chiefship and of the Raja Bhira], I am led to think 
that old difficulties between him and the Jagirdars have ceased to exist and 
that the general administration of the Cliiefsliip is progressing satisfactorily 

TJltoar — To the remarks made on this State in my last report I need only 
add that the year s administration has been smooth and uneventful Ihere has 
been delay, not yet ended, m obtaimng the services of a competent Chief Jud»e 
owing to our endeavours to find a man both suitable and willing to accept the 
post having been so far unsuccessful I have also experienced difficulty in 
nommatmg a suitable officer to undertake the revision of the Revenue Settle- 
ment ibis matter, though not of pressing urgency, requires attention

the Maharaja of Jeypore, His Highness offered the services of the Transport 
Tram maintained by his Darbar for employment with the Expedition The 
offer was accepted, and as demonstrating the splendid efficiency to which 
the Corps has attained, it may be mentioned that the Train fully equipped m 
all respects was on its way to the front within forty eight hours of receipt of 
orders 


The Bikanir Camel Corps, which numbered 498 at the close of the year,

LAND BEVEMIESETTLEUEVT 

Captain 0 H Pritchard contmued in charge of the revenne settlement 
work in Tonk The Government of India being anxious to obtam tho opimon 
of an expert on tho settlement effected by Major Pears, Mr J Hooper, I C.S , 
Secretary to tho Board of Revenue, North-'Westera Province*!, was deputed 
to undertake tho enquiry He spent two months in Tonk and submitted 
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report giving the results of lua invostigation which, however, reached me after 
the close of the year and has been sent to be printed 

Under the direction of Eai Sahib Sohan Lai, the measurement of the 
Kbalsa villages in Bibanir numbering C71 and comprising an area of 47,35,200^ 
acres was finished during the year at a total cost of fil,ll,07S. 

TTorl was also pushed on with rigour in Afarwar under the supervision of 
Pandit Subhdeo Prasliad, 361 Tillages having been assessed, while Snpoft paitaa 
(ancestral or hereditary grants) are being issued in the fertile districts of JJerta, 
Sujat, Godwur, and Jaitaran. 

A report on the revised land settlement of the Uholepore State compiled 
by Pabu Umacharan Muherji, il A, the Settlement Officer of the State, was 
submitted to the Government of India m June 1891, and their remarks on it 
were communicated to the Darbar. 

The period of the settlement effected m Ulwar m 1876, indudmc an es* 
tension of two years eipzred m August 1691, and arrangements have been 
made to conduct a fresh survey and settlement under Lalla Uurga Pershad, 
formerly Extra Assistant Commissioner m the Punjab A similar measure 
has been undertaken in the estate of Uimrana. 


rAILWAV COJlMDNICATIO'I 

The percentage of profit calculated on capital cost of the Jodhpur Railway 
system amounted to HS 87 against 119 02 in the previous year The takings on 
the Jodhpur Btkanir Railway aggregated B87,22D being on increase of B8l,088 
on tUo collections of the previous twelve months 

The railway from Cbiior to Oodeypore, which was commenced in March 
1894 IS almost completed The length of the line is C0| miles and tlio esti* 
mated cost £113,83,878 or R22,869 per mile It is probable, however, that 
when the final accounts have been made out, the mileage rate will be found to 
work out to a lower figure The terminal station is situated at a distance of 8 
miles from Oodeypore, but the Darbar lias ordered a survey to be made for the 
prolongation of the line to the Capital and also for a branch to Nathdwara, one 
of the most frequented places of pilgrimage in India 

The State is much indebted for the rapid completion of the railway to 
Mr Campbell Thomson, who during a service of ten years in JJeywar has, in 
addition to tho above undertaking, supervised the construction of several largo 
irrigational works both at the Capital and m tho districts, which will benefit 
the Darbar’s subjects

Tbs majority of tbo mints in tbo Native States of Bajputana remained 
open Uiroughout tbs year for free coinage. 

Tbo Jballawat Mint, wbicb bad been practically closed since September 
1893, except for tbs coinage of such silver bullion as bad been imported into 
tbs State previous to that date, was rc-opened for freo coinage on the 1st of 
April 1891 A seigniorage of 10 pet cent, being imposed on bar silver — silver 
ornaments being received on special terms. In July the ratoof seigniorage was 
reduced to 6 pet cent but was again raised to 10 per cent in September 1891. 

The Kcrowli Mint was only kept open to meet State requirements — it was 
closed to the public tbrougbout the year. Owing to excessive coinage and 
the consequent depreciation of the local currency tbo Pertabgarb Darbar was 
advised to close its mint which it did on the let May 1891, but re-opened it in 
June for the coinage of small silver pieces and copper coins which were required 
for State purposes. 

A statement is attached which shows the quantity of silver that pa«scd 
through the various mints during the year under report.

In Kerowli daeoitiM rose from throe to five and unfortunately no arrests 
hare been made Tue Darhar’s attention has been called to the want of success 
on the part of its police in securing the offenders The value of the property 
carried off in the above cases is estimated at B1 370-8 6 

lire returns of dacoita for the other States show no increase The decrease 
m the case of Marwar from foarteen to four is very satisfactory 

Three of the offenders concerned m a daeoity whicli occurred in Bundi 
territory in 1691, were captured during the year and sentenced to five years’ 
rigorous imprisonment each in thoBuodi Jail 

Of two famous dacoits who were “wanted ’ in Kishongarh, one was killed 
ID a fight with the State Police and tbo other was arrested at Jodbpore 

The measures taken by tbe Sirobi State for the suppression of violent 
crime have been attended with success as the occurrence of only one dacoity 
and one I ighway rohhory is reported, while the loss of property did not exceed 
B25 mhoth cases 

In Jeypore whilo a batch of prisoners were employed on out-door work m 
month of July 1804 two of them, JImas by caste, induced one of the guard 
to accompany them on a pretended errand and on reaching a spot where they 
were rcoiro from observation they sUanglcd the sepoy with a piece of cloth. 
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after the fashion of the Thu^s of old After djsposjng: of their vjctim the 
murderers absconded The Darbar offered a roirard of B500 each for their 
recapture, but only one of them has bccnsccurod and he Tras arrested in Dhurt 
pore territory through the exertions of Inspector Mallu Khan of the Thagi 
and Dacoity Department attached to thoEasiern Bajputana States Agency 

A man was hanged for murder at Fortabgarh which was tho erst instance 
so far as is known lu which a sentence of capital punishment has been carried 
out m this State 

In the conservative State of Bundi a Brahmin who committed a similar 
oTence expiated his crime on the gallows 

No ca'se of female infanticide came to notice An attempt at witch swingino 
occurred in Bansvvara hut no fatal result ensued, as the authorities received id* 
formation m time to prevent it 

A case of tliagi by poison was reported from Dhurtpore, the victim being 
the Foujdar of Deeg The occurrence is under investigation in tho Darbar 
Courts 

The two ca^es of affray in which the Jagirdars of Bhainsrorgarh and 
Dhangermow, and Tal and Lassani in Meywar were implicated, referred to m 
last year's report, have been disposed of the delinquents being punished No 
fresh disturbance over boundary disputes has ocemrod m Meywa; 

Tho Jagirdars of the Jaswantpura JBargana of Manrar who had assumed, 
as mentioned m last year s report, a hostile attitude towards the Parbar have 
remained quiet during the year, and no further trouble from them » actici 
pated 

In Bikanir four Hononry MunsiSs have been established, tt- , two at tbo 
Capital and one each at Chutu and Nubar m the district Tho institution of 
these courts u unique m Rajputaoa and they arc said to have given satisfac 
tioa so much so that it is proposed to invest them with magisterial powers The 
Honorary ilunsiffs atBikanir bare power ordinarily to dispose of suits up to the 
amount of fi200 but they have also been invested with extraordinary jurisdic* 
tion for the trial of suits up to a Imut of R6,000, provided the parties consent 
to abide by their adjudication la tho case of tho Courts at Churu and Nubar 
the limits of ordinary and extraordinary jurisdiction are for the present H200 
and B2,000, and BSO and BSOO, respectively 

Police administration is receiving attention in Bundi, Kotab, Bburtporo 
and Pertobgarb Tho strength of tho police m the firatoamed State is 59D 
In Kotih a general Superintendent aud tlirco Assistant Superintendents have 
been appointed and in Pertahgarh an official of cxponenco has been placed at 
the head of tho Department In Dburlporo n special estabhshment has been 
formed for the suppression of crime, which has already attained a measure of 
success within the State, besides co operating with tho police of the neighbour 
ing British districts 

The question of the proper complement of the force both mounted and 
foot required to be mamtained for pohco purposes in llarwar will soon be set 
tied by the Darbar 

Eai Bahadur Hardyal Singh, who was appointed tho first Superintendent 
of Malani on tho cession of tho revenue and civil jurisdiction of the district to 
the Marw ar Darbar, died during the year and has been succeeded by Pand't 
Sfftdho Prashad Tho criminal and police jarta^iction over the tract j» »tiU 
vested m the Eesident, TTcstem Bajputana Slates.

CBIUINAL TSISES 

The Sansis in Marvrar have been declared a cnimnal tribe and placed 
under sjstematie control The criminal population of the State has been 
divided into tivo classes, (0 those who require strict surveillance and (ii) the 
castes over wl ich owing either to the smallness of their number or the aban 
donment of their old pursuits a milder Bupervmon will suffice In the former 
category are included Baoris, Sansis, Bhils, and Mmas and m the latter Thoris 
Bagns, and Kolis 

The area under cultivation hy members of the crimmal tribes in llarwar 
now amounts to 1,96,082 acres, of which 23,644 acres were granted during the 
year under report 

Similarly liberal treatment is being extended to the jHoghias in Shabpura 
by tho Chief of that estate, hut the same measure of success has not been 
attained as m Marwar Aversion to culfavation on the part of the iloghias is 
the cause of the failure, hut the Ohiefsbip is striving to overcome the difficulty. 

During the year under report good progress has been made towards im 
proving the police administration of the fratt surrounding Daoli inhabited by 
ilinas, which is knouD as the Meena Kherar and belongs to the three States 
of ileywar, Bundi and Jeypore Revised regulations affecting the portions of the 
tract under the jurisdiction of Bleywar and Bundi havo been promulgated 
hut tho final reply of the Jeypore Darbar regarding the reforms advocated m 
the case of their subjects is still awaited The matter, however, is ripe for 
decision 

MAIL BOBBERIES 

Only one case occurred dunng the year and the Bhurtpore Darbar m 
whoso territory the mail was plundered, paid B169 1 4 as compensation 
under the Mail Robbery Rules

Jeypore occupies the foremost place in Uajputana in matters educational 
The expenditure during the year amounted to H8i,745 against 1178,600 
in 1693 9i, the number of institutions mamtamed by the State being 164 
Clirar spent E42,7Q9 in the support of 101 schools for boys and 15 for girls, 
and lleyirar B 18,593 7-C in the maintenance of 32 schools, of which 8 were 
opened during the year TUeso latter institutions wore formerly administered 
by a committee to whom certain funds wepe allotted for the purpose, but this 
arrangement ceased on the Ist July 1894 from which date the management 
was tahen over by the Mehhnia khas 

A school for the sons of Jagirdars was opened at Kotah during the year it 
accommodates 83 boarders, while 16 boys attend as day scholars 

Tbo school fox the sons of Thakurs at Bikanit bad in attendance of 2C 
boys A Parsi gentleman, named Jlr Ruatom3i Dorabji Oooper, has recently 
been appointed Inspector of District Schools in Bikanir ho was foimerly enr 
ployed in tlio Mayo College. 

A <iv6tcm of scholarships has been introduced m Sliahpura to enable boys 
to continue tbeir studies at places where higher education is impaited On 
the otlier hand the girls’ school mamtaintd by the Raja Dbuaj does not thnre, 
owing, it IS said, to the practice of early marriage 

Little interest is taken m education m Uholeporo and it is hoped the causo 
will not suffer in JhalUwar wberc the Inspector of Schools and the Head 
Master of the Chaoni School have been locluded la the scheme of general reduo* 
tion of salaries lately inaugurated in that State.

SANITATION, VACCINATION, DISPENSARIES, AND JAILS (1894) 

VITAL STATISTICS 

Registration of births aud deaths has beena*tempted in sixteen ^atlve States 
one more than m the previous year, and the returns are a great improvement 
in many instances on those hitherto received from these States, many of tho 
figures are, however, still very inaccurate, but it is evident that endeavours are 
being made to obtain better statistics and to extend registration throughout the 
IS'ative States of Rajputana 

SANITATION 

A sanitary steam tramway is about to be laid down from the city of 
Jodhpore, and a similar tramway to remove the debris from Bikanir city is 
under consideration 

A tank has been constructed a fcwmiles from Jodhpore which will coniam 
an ample supply of good drinking water tor the inhabitants, and it is proposed 
to distribute this throughout the city and suburbs by pipes 

Village sanitation is now receiving attention, it is progressing satisfao 
tonly m Ulwar, and the Jeypore Sanitary Committee have drawn up rules for 
village sanitation which are to be applied immediately m that State The 
departments to bo under an Assistant Surgeon, all villages are to be mspecled 
and the people advised in sanitary matters, attention is first to be directed to 
drinking water, general cleaning, surface drainage, and the location of village 
manure heaps Reform is to be gradual, and a well organised department 
n orking on these lines must soon be successful 

A better water supply is shortly to be given to Kotah city, and the drain* 
ago of Bhurtpore city is under consideration 

Many improvements of a sanitary nature have been earned out during 
tho year under report, aud there is every reason to be satisGed with the progress 
that IS being mado in this direction m the principal States of Rajputana 
VACCINATION 

Vaccination is making steady progress m these States Two hundred and 
sixty two thousand ouo hundred and twenty soven primary operations wrro 
performed m 1891 95, and of these 98 47 per cent were successful, against 
2,11,841 and 97 91 per cent of success in tho previous year 

The expenditure on vaccination in Native States rose from R25,110 to 
R25,032, hut tho cost of each operation fell from 20 to 19 pics 

Dr T iTrcncU Mullen's vaccination in the 'Western Rajputana States 
stands far ahead of cverTthing else There were 75,753 vacciuatioDs performed 
m Maru-ar with 99 20 per cent of success and vaccination has advanced greatly 
m Oai«almir during the last two years.

Tbe LansdoTTue Hospibl afe Oodeypore bas been open for the treatment of 
patients the greater part of the year It is a fine hospitnl, built on modern 
scientific principles, and it affoids good ami unple accommodation for (he 
people of Oodeypore and the surrounding country 

Six new dispensaries have been opened during the yeii, vts , two in 
Meywar, one in 3Iaruar, two m Bliurtpore, and one m Jonk Jliere are now 
l2a civil hospitals and dispensaries supported by Darhars in Ityputaaa, besides 
the Agency dispensary at Bjkanir 

NPMBLR irEATED 

In the Naiivc States hospitals and dispensaius 13,160 in door and8,S6 030 
out door patients were treated against 11,388 and 7, 65,420 in and out door m 
the previous year 

The gicater numbers of patients treated as shown above, were partly due 
to new institutions There was, howeicr, a small increase at most of the old 
dispensari'^s, and ns the year was more healthy than 28Jd the )atter increase is 
lorv satisfactorj, since it sliows that these dispenearies are becoming more 
popular and more useful to the people 

niSBASES 

Fertrt 

Malarial fevers gave rise to 18 per cent of the total treated against 21 per 
cent m 1893 and to 9 per cent of tho deaths as in the previous year 

JDiarriaa and Dgtentery and Zunj Vtttutt 

Diatrbcea and dysentery caused 4 per cent of the total admissions as m 
the previous year and 21 against 17 per cent of the deaths while lung diseases 
caused 8 pci cent of tho admissions as in the previous year and ^3 against 
19 per cent of the death's. 

Ciolera 

Only two cases of cholera were reported in Native States in 1831 , these 
occurred in Marwar in March the\ wore probably due to poison or unwiiole- 
some food, and thev could not bav- been true cholera No particulars beyond 
their fatal termination were given by tho village ofliual who reported them 

Small pox 

Small poi occurred m fourteen States and there wore 2 281 denihs recorded 
against 3,2C8 in tl o previous year Dhurtpore, Keron li, and Jhallamr reported 
more deaths from this disease 

Zepratf 

Tlierc were 76i cases of leprosy treated in all tho disponsaries of Native 
States in 1691, the«e were well distributed over tho provuice, and tho dj^east 
shous no sign of increase in any locahti, nor in Rajputana ns a uliole llioro 
were 812 cases treated during tbo preTuus year and 059 in 1892 

There is nothing new to report on tho treatment of this diro disease 
Dr ‘Milton’s treatment has been further tntd, hut, like otliorsiii posed specifics. 
It f as been d/sippointing, and its effects hare been found onlr palliative even 
in the earlio»\slagcs 
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Treatment of snale poisoning by Iiypodermio injection of strychnia as 
recomroended by Dr Mueller of Yictona 

Although strychnia is a powerful stimulant and acts beneficially as such 
in the less virulent forms of snaho poisoning, there is no reliable evidence, 
fiom its occasional application, m the dispensaries of these States during the 
last two years, that it possesses the specific action claimed for it by Dr Mueller 
when hypodermically injected into the human body, and in the most authentic 
case recorded in which the snake, a cobra, was killed while holding on to a 
boy’s foot, the drug absolutely failed, and the patient died within two hours of 
the time be was bitten notwithstanding the early injection of three consider- 
able doses 

0PERATI01.S 

There was a slight falling off m the major operations performed m the 
hospitals in tho Native States of Rajputana when compared with those of the 
previous year, but the minor surgery increased considerably The major oper- 
ations were 1,909 against 2,0o0, the minor 46,827 against 43,913, and the 
deaths fell from 44 to 29 

Of 414 operations for cataract, 209 wore performed by Dr Hendley in the 
Mayo Hospital and 72 m other Jeyporc dispensaries, he did 18 successful 
litholapases and 45 iridectomies, there were 30 lithotomies performed m 
Jodhpore with only two fatalities, there were 4G extractions of cataract in 
Kotab, 46 in Jhalrapatan, and 18 m Oodeypore 

EXPENDITDRE 

The expenditure on medical institutions la these States rose from 211,467 
to 241 744 Ihe increase m expenditure was mainly due to new institutions 
completed and opened during the year The cost of Europe medicines gives 
rise to a considerable annual increase of cxpendituie on account of tho con- 
tinued fall m silver, besides what takes place from the establishment of now 
hospitals and dispensaries 

SAlEOPQUtNUE 

The sale of quinine at fbsf Offices (firougiouf Najpu/ana and afso at 
village schools in Ajmere Morwara was commenced in November last largo 
sales have not yet been effected, however, it .s too soon to give an opinion on 
the success or otherwise of the scheme 

JAILS 

llcturns have been received from 17 jails in Native States, three more 
than in tho pievious year, and there are now only four jaih from winch returns 
are not received, viz , Bundi, ICi«hcngarli, Dungarporc, and Kushalgarli 

The dailv average number of prisoners fell from 4168 07 to 4333 12, 
and although tho ca^cs treated in hospital rose from 5,fi20 in 1893 to 5,809 
in ISOf, tho average daily sick fell from 15101 to 144 03, and the averago 
death rate from 32 03 to 28 29 per miHc, the health of the prisoners was on 
tho whole better than in the previous rear, notwithstanding tho few extra 
admissions from trivial complaints which ran tho number of admissions up 

Tho death rate ranged from nothing in three jails to the inor Imatc figures 
of lOG 25 per millo in Danswara 

Malarial fevers gave rise to 31 per cent of the total sickness as m the 
previous year, and 15 against 10 per cent of tho deaths, iharrl era and 
dv«entcry to 10 agam«t 17 per cent, of the admi<«ions and To against 35 
per cent of the dcVU« Dung di<ca«ies cau<.ed 13 per cent, of tl c admission* 
and 37 against 31 per cent of the deaths 
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BEPOBT OS THE POXITIOAL ADMIMSTEATIOV 


The neT7 central jail at Jodhpore hfls been occupied during the greater 
part of the year, and it is one of the finest in Uajputana tvith accommodation 
for a thousand prisoners The mortality among tho prisoners at Jodlipore lias 
fallen considerably smeo tho occnpation of this jail, and still better results may 
bo anticipated in this direction The health letiirns from the Jeypore Central 
Jail are better than those of the previous year, some of the improvements 
recommended have been carried out and the otl era are under consideration 
The recommendations regarding tho Tonk Jail have all been earned out during 
the year A new jail is about to bo bmlt at Kishengarb, and the building of a 
suitable jad at Pbolepore is under the consideration of the Parbar The 
drainage of the Bhurtpore Jail has been much improved, the dormitories have 
been enlarged and plastered, and the flooring lia® been raised A new female 
ward has been added to the Bundi Jail, and tho Oodeyporo Jail is to be enlarged, 
and the female quarters improved duiing the coming cold weather 

Many of the jails m Rajputana are now in very good condition, but 
the jails at Jhallawar, Banswara and Dungarpore are stiUin an unsatisfactory 
state, and require to have overcrowding and other defects remedied 

FE5IAI/E HOSPITALS AND MEDICAL EDUCATION OP WOMEN 

TONK 

The "Walter Female Hospital at Tonk was opened under tho supeiintend 
enco of Miss B Bose, M B , in April 189i, and much good work has already 
been done m it 

PLWAB 

Miss Crawley succeeded Miss HaoDan m the Lady Puffenn Hospital 
at TTlwar, thu institution has also two Agra qualified female practitioners 
attached to it, and czcellent work is being done in it and m the zenanas 

JEIPOSE 

Two female practitioners who qualified at Apra arc employed at the '^fayo 
Hospital under tbo Kesidency Surgeon, and the dbai class theie continues 
to do good work At that institution the ordinary vilhge Matt xeceiro 
instructions 

JODHPORE 

A female practitioner was employed part of (he year it Jodhpore but 
she gave up her appointment, and endeavours are now being made to fill J er 
place 

KOTA II 

Miss Bessi Karim tTIIah is still m sole charge of the Victoria Hospital, 
Kotah, and a good deal of work has been done both among in and out- 
door patients It is hoped a Lady Doctor will shortly ho appointed to Kotah 
for duly at tho palace 

KEROWII 

Mrs Asbarfi has been appointed to tho Beawar Female Hospital, and 
her place at Kerowh is still vacant on account of tho paucity of tho piy 
oDcrcd by tho Darbar

OODEAFORB

testify to his professional skill and zeal Eai Bahadur Sham Nath, Executive 
Engineer, officiated for the remaining period of tho year and completed all 
arrangements for Winding up tho department and accounts, as tho Mnharaj 
Eana contemplates a reduction of Public Works expenditure in the State, and 
for tho r^airs necessnry an English Engineer Officer will no longer bo 
necc<s'iry. \ 
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The total expenditure incurred on various Public Works in the State since 
1878 when the Public Works Department Tvas opened in the State till 31st 
Slarch 1895 was S23, 00,636. 

BUNDI STATE, (1894.95.) 

■Rupees 15,000 were spent during the year. 

Of the seven miles of road from DeoU to Bundi remaining unmetalled, 
one*and*a-half miles were constructed during the year, whilst portions not 
substantially done in previous years are being remetalled. In addition to this 
three culverts are in course of construction in places where the road was washed 
away hy the rains. The length of the fair weather road from Bundi to Kotah 
up to the Bundi border is 16J- miles. Of this 13J- miles were completed in 
previous years and are kept in repair. The remaining three miles and the 
Tabra River Bridge are being constructed.

1 bava the honour to submit tba Admioistrition Report of the Sleywar 
Residency for the year 1894 93, together vith the reports of the officers in 
local political charge of the Banatrara, Pertabgarh, and Dungarporo States, 

OFPtCERS IN CHARGE 

2 I held charge of the Residency throughout the year under report, 
except from the Cth September to the 1st Aoreinber 1894 irhea X tras absent 
on pnfilege leave and Surgeon Major P D Pank conducted the currentdutves 
of the office 


NOTABLE EVBNTA 

The only notable event of tbe year has been the extension of the Imperial 
telegraph line from Cbilorgarh to Oodeypore, and Iho opening at Oodeyoore on 
the 23rd February 1895, of an office for tbo despatch of messages Ihe further 
extension of the irtre to Nathdivara is under consideration 

I regret to record the death on the 3rd June 1894 at the ago of fifty nine 
years, of Maliamahopadhyaya Kaviraj SbyamuJ Pas head of the Charans m 
Meywar and generally respected throughout Rnjputana He took an interest 
in anliquanan research, and at the time of his death was engaged in writing m 
Hindi a history of Meywar Ho has been succeeded by hia adopted son 
Jasknran, a hoy of fifteen years of ago. 

Colonel G H Trevor, 0 81, Agent to tho Governor General, visited 
Oodeyporo between the 19th and 27th August 1894 nnd on the Cth March 
following he camo as far as Ohitor to bid farewell to His Dighness the Miha- 
rana before proceeding to England. 

SEASON AND CfOPS 

The south-west monsoon rams set m unusually early, beginning in Oodey- 
pore on tho 0th Juneand ending on tbo 10th September Thirteen inches and 
D7 cents were recorded at tho Residency in June as compared with 4 Inches 05 
cents , S inches 59 cents , and 7 inches 4S ccatt in July, August, and Scpfenihcr 
respectively - 
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The following table shows tho rainfall of the year in the several districts , 
but as the registration is in some places in the bands of unreliable persons, the 
figures must not be accepted as absolutely accurate —

The distribution of the rainfall was, on the whole, good, and the khanf 
crops gave an abundant harvest Rain also fell during the cold weather and 
the ra6* outturn, notwithstanding some injury hero and there to wheat and 
opium from frost and rust, is also expected to be up to tho average Pnees of 
food grams are now low and likely to remain so, as the market is well supplied 

Grass has heen plentiful and cattle are in good condition. 

PIJBIJC HE&LTH 

The Residency Surgeon reports as follows — 

**In Oodeypore city there were altogether 1,274 deaths during the year 
1891, showing a mortality of 27 76 per thousand of tho population Of these 
1 163 are reported to be due to fevers and five to small pox. No case of cholera 
occurred cither in the Oodeypore city or lu the districts 

“Nine hundred and eighty»ono births are reported m Oodeypore city, but 
the above figures cannot be considered as even approximately correct,’* 
8ANITATIOV 

“ TLc sanitary condition of the city is fairly good Thanks toils situa* 
tion the city gets thoroughly flushed and cleansed by the yearly rams 

DiSPE^SA^lES. 

“Pourtecn hospitals and dispcn«ancs were open in Meywar during the year. 
The old Sujjan Hospital in tho city was closed on 3rd July 1691, and the new 
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Lansdowne Hospital was opened on the same date This hospital should 
prore a g'‘eat blessing to the people, it is centrally situated m one of the mam 
streets and far better adapted for its purpose in every way than the old Sujjan 
Hospital Ifedical relief was oCforded to 1,999 m-patients and 40,037 out. 
patients, showing, as compared witli the pcovious year, an increase of 463 in- 
patients and 16,109 out-patients One hundred and four major and 1,760 minor 
operations were performed, giving an increase over tlie previous five years of 32 
and 171 respectively 

“The Work in the Bhilwara Dispensary also shows a coosidorable ad- 
vance 

At Mandalgarh a dispensary was opened on the Hth December 1894, 
and at Mawh a temporary dispensary was started for the use of the railway 
employdson the previous 24th July.” 

“ The TA'altcr Hospital for women remains under the charge of Mrs Lonar- 
gan There wore 9J3 in-patients and 13,349 oot-patients, showing a consider- 
able increase under both headings ” 

“ During my tour of inspection I visited the following dispensaries — 

'• Rashmi, Nathdwara, Bhilwara, Jehazpore, Kapasan, Saran Chitor, Mawli, 
Cboti Sadn, and Mandalgarh ' 

OOUEIPORC JAIL 

“The Jail buildings arc lo good order and repair A new filter holding 
several thousand gallons has been built inside the jail and gives excellent 
drinking water The conservancy of the jail is excellent and the dry earth 
system is thoroughly carried out The prisoners ore overcrowded as a rule, 
and plans have been submitted to His Highness the Mabarana for building 
new barracks and workshops, which, if erected, will be of the greatest possible 
benefit 

“ Seventeen deaths occurred during (lie year under report, giving a death- 
rate of 39 79 per thousand 2 ho daily arciage number of sick was 16 67. 

“ Save in the case of some of tbo life prisoners, the conduct of tho inmates 
of the jail has been fair Several coinplaiots were made against the darogah, 
ac< using him of taking bribes, of issuing had food ol letting some men off 
hard labour, and of putting others in excessive hard labour After a thorough 
mvcstigation I found that none of the accusations against the darogah wero 
proved lo bo true Ihe discipline of tbejail has been seriously interferred 
with by tho above causes, and this is another urgent reason why the jail should 
he enlarged and workshops provided at the carlist opportunity 

TJio avomgo cost of mamfaining each prisoner was B63-12 as compared 
with 1107-11 for the previous year.” 

VACCINATION 

“hiiuetc(.n thousand file hundred and mntty-ns vaccinations were per- 
formed against 16,414 m tho previous year, giving an incrcaso of 4,183 dunng 
tho year under report Iho percentage of successful cases was 99 66 against 
D9 17 of the previous year Tho avorage cost of each vaccination was 1 nnnaG 
pies Surgeo i-3Iajjr Tank visited 120 rillngca and personally saw 3,379 eases, 
out of which 3,351 were successful and 28 unsuccessful cases *' 

ADMIMSTBATION 

Rai Panna Lai 3Iehta, 0 1 E , who, for twenty-five years has discharged 
the duties of Chief Ministerial Officer in Meywir, proceeded on a pilgrimago 
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hst Septemljer, and before the expiration of his six months’ leave, tendered liis 
resignation to His Highness the Maliarana, who appointed Kothari Bulwant 
Singh and Sahiwala Arjan Singh in his place 

Pandit Shamji Knshan Varma, Member of the MahenAraj Shbha, 
whom mention was made in last vear’s report, relinquished his appointment 
in January last for the Dewanship of the Junagadh State in Kathiawar 

Porest Ranger Bishen Singh, whose services as Porest Officer were lent 
to the Harhar in 1880 by the Government of India, has reverted to duty under 
the Punjab Government 

The two cases of affray over boundary disputes between the Jagirdars of 
Bbainsrorgarh and Dbangermow and Tal and Lassani, referred to m my last 
report, have been finally disposed of by the Darbar, and tlio persons in fault 
have been punished I am happy to say no boundary affrays have been report* 
ed this year. 

Thirty nme cases of dahaities arc said to have been committed in Meywar 
during the year under review The police arrangements both in the city and 
in the districts are very imperfect and I have strongly urged on the Darbar 
the necessity for improvement 

OODEYPOnE CHITOR BAILWAT 

The services of Mr Campbell Thomson were lent to the Meywar State 
in 1885, for the purpose of constructing a railway from Chitorgarh on the 
Eajputana*llalwa line to Oodeypore ctS Nathdwara, where a Hindu shrine of 
great sanctity yearly attracts large numbers of pilgrims 

Unfortunately the death of the late Maharana Sujjan Smgji during the 
progress of the survey caused the postponement of the pioject and Mr Thom- 
son’s services were therefore employed as Saperintending Engineer of Public 
■Works At the end of February 1894 Maharana Futteh Singji resolved on 
making the railway, and work commenced under Mr Thomson’s direction 
about a month later The permanent way and the iron work for bridges were 
obtained from England through the Government of India and delivered most 

expeditiously 

By the Slst March 1895 the line was laid for a length of 43 miles and all 
minor bridges and culverts were built Everything is now expected to be 
finished and the line ready for opening for traffic by the 10th May Tbc 
estimated cost of the railway winch is 60J miles in length, is exclusive of roll 
ing stock B13,83,678 on which a considerable saving is expected The roll- 
ing stock has been indented for through the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway Company, in whose workshops at Ajmero the engmes and 
vehicles will bo erected, and until the stock is ready for use the line will 
probably be worked by the Company 

The railway follows a shoitcrrouto from Chitorgarh than that originally 
proposed, and after passing through several important villages and within 17 
miles of Nathdwara ends at Deban, just outside the range of hills, which shuts 
in the Oodeypore valley and about 8 miles from the city 

It 18 one of the cheapest built lines m India and a handsome percentage 
of profit is anticipated by tbc Darbar on its capital outlay Great credit is 
duo to Mr Campbell lliomson for the rigour with winch ho has overcome 
difficulties and pushed on the work 

The Darbar has ordered surveys to be mado for the extension of the rail- 
way to Oodeypore and for ahrancblme from Mawli to Nathdwara.

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Under ilr Campbell Thomson’s superintendence many old tanks in 
Meyirar, which had been lying empty and useless for years bare been reneu ^'d 
and repaired Be has also constrocted sereral neir tanks, the principal ones 
being those at Amarwasi, Gona, and Salera and the hutteh Sagar near Oodey* 
pore This lake adjoins the beautiful Pichola lake and will communicate with 
it when the connecting channel, whichforms part of tlio scheme, js made The 
dam forming the Fultch Sagar is of masonry upwards of half a mile long 
and eighty feet in height at the highest point The construction of the dam 
had been under consideration for many years, but abandoned because no scheme 
could be derised calculated to secure a supply of water sufficient to fill the 
lake 

To Air Campbell Tlioroson is due the credit of orercoming this difficulty 
by the construction of a channel which conreys water from a point in the Arh 
river four miles distant, and which is capable of being enlarged at comparatively 
small expense so as to supply the Pichola lake as well 

After ten years’ excellent service in the Aleywar State Air Campbell 
Thomson is leaving m July 189o 

SALT 

An Inspector of the Northern India Salt Perenue Department was again 
deputed to Aleywar to mspect the Khan Salt works His report shows that m 
ten Tillages saline soil bad been scraped op and removed for tbeilhcifc manu* 
facture of Khan salt Iwo of these Tillages belonged to the Kbalsa and eight 
to Jagirdars Tho persons concerned were of the poorer class, and the (juan- 
tit^ of salt made was so msigmficant that there is no reason to suppose that 
earth salt IS cxteusivcly manufactured in the State for trading purposes I 
hare nevertheless impre«sed upon the Darbar the necessity of fulfilling the 
obligations imposed upon it b; the Salt Agreement 

Tho Government of India has approved and sanctioned the Aleywar 
Darbar s proposal that the amount payable by the Darbar to the British 
Gorernment on account of tribute B2,00 000, and tho amount payable by the 
British Government to the Darbar under the Salt Agreement, 112 Oi 150 sbouid 
be adjusted simply by cross receipts m the Ajmero Treasury, as is done m the 
case of Jeyporo, the excess of being paid from the Ajmero Ircasury 

This arrangement came into force on 1st October 1604 

OPIUM 

During the year, C 312 chests of opium wore weighed at the Ohitorgurh 
scales , of these C,149| were exported to China and tho rest to British India 
The amount of duty realised by the British Government was B32,39 100 as 
compared with BlC, 73,050 in 1893 94 

EOUHDAnT SETTLESIKM 

Air Brian Egerton proceeded to Europe on furlough on tho Cth Hay 1801 
and his work dcTolrcd on Eieutenant AE M Cubitt nho joined his appoint* 
incnt from tl c lortign Office on the 30tU August 

Tho total numl cr of cases disjK»ed of during tho vcir was 34 iniolring 
nl out C2 miles of internal boundaries Of theso cases five were decided after 
enquiry by tho Boundary Settlement Officer, an 1 the remaining eases were set 
tied citl cr hy mutual agreement or arbitration 

Sixteen 00*503 ptcriously settled wero also re demarcated 
Tirentr tl rce new cases liaio been added to the list and the total number 
now requmng settlement is reported to bo COO 
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Rducatiox 

Eiglit new schools hare been opened by tho Darhar in the districts, making 
the total number at the close of the year 32, exclusive of four schools m the 
Capital, with an annual attendance of 2,276 pupils at the former and 877 at the 
latter 

The total expenditure during the year amounted to E18,673 7 6 as com 
pared with E16, 161-12 in the previous year 

The old School and Dispensary Committee was abolished on the 1st July

TOUR OP RESIDENT 

My cold weather tour lasted 66 days Starting fromOodeypore on tho 2nd 
December, I marched to Nimbahera, Sadri, and ^eemach, where I had an 
opportunity of meeting the Agent to the 6overnor*General Thence I pro 
needed to Pertabgarh Banswara, Gurhi, Dungarporo, Kherwara, and Kotra 
Prom Kotra I marched through the Hilly Tracts, visiting Manpur, Jura, and 
AgUna and reaching Oodeypore on the I4tb February 1895 

At Sadn and Banswara 91 cases between Moywar, Pertabgarh, and Bans 
wara were disposed of at Border Courts pr^ided over by me 

HILLY TRACTS 

Major E D F Bignell returned from furlough and assumed charge of the 
Office of Political Superintendent from Captain R A Colo on the I9th November 
1894 

The Meyn ar Darhar has formally intimated its recognition of the succes 
Sion of Button Singh son of the Thana Ihakur, to the Jowas Estate, but the 
question of the Moywar Darhar s measure of inlorference in cases of adoption 
and succession to the Chiefs] ip of Ibis estate has been submitted for the consi- 
deration of the Agent to the Governor-General 

During my march through the Hilly Iraols I was much struck by the 
rapid disappcarinco of the forests which clothe the hill sides 

Five and twenty or thirty rears ago the Kberwara District, I am told, 
was thickly covered with trees, bat the Bbils and wood contractors Lave 
since cleared the ground in every direction 

The Kotra District is still beautifully wooded m parts but here too much 
mischii-E IS daily being done Tlio Bhil population is increasing and waira 
cultivation proportionately spreading Then again the Dhoomia and Grassia 
Chiefs, Ignorant of the real value of tbeir forests, grant contracts for a mere 
SOD" to catechu and other contractor*, who come up from Gurcrat and ruthlessly 
cut down trees Beforcstmg is of course never thought of, and unless some 
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measutes for tUeir prcsetTation can be densed, the forests in this part of Eaj- 
putana will m a fow years, liavo ceased to exist 

I bare drawn the attention of the Political Superintendent and tbe Assist- 
ant Political Superintendent to tbis most important subject, and bare asLed 
them to use tlieir best endeavours to check the wasteful destruction that is 
going on and to try and impress on the landholders a sense of the loss they are 
sustainin'; 


DUNGARPORE 


Tbe administration of the Dungarpore State is far from satisfactory In 
Juno last I was obliged to proceed to Kherwara for the purpose of inrestigatinga 
senes of complaints brought against the Darbar by tbe Jagmlars as a body As 
reported in my letter No 234 G , dated 19lh June 1894, qn amicable settlement 
was effected as regards tho majority of the complaints but several important 
questions connected with tho payment of nuzzerana, the performance of 
tultcar bundhat and the claim to the exercise of civil and criminal powers 
by the bigger Jagirdars witl m the limits of tbeir own estates remain to be 
settled 

On the loth January 1895, 1 agam visited Dungarpore and was met by 
Hajor Bigucll tho Political Supermtondent, and I£is Highness the 3Iaharawal 
with whom I bad several interviews 

Although tho ilaharawal professes to have done much to improve his 
Administration and to redress gncvances since the Jagirdars’ demonstration in 
June last, I regret to say that little real progress has been made A Kamdar 
named Kapoorchand has nominally been appointed, but be is not o man of any 
capacity, ins powers have not been defined and all real authority is still cen- 
tred in the hands of the Maharawal to whom every detail of the slightest 
importance has to bo referred 

Until a competent and experienced Elamdar is placed at the Load of 
affairs, who commands tbe confidence of tbe Mabariwal and his subjects, it is 
hopeless to expect any reforms m this ono of tho most backward of the Baj- 
putana States 

PERTACGARII 

I arrived at Pertabgarh on the 3id January and left on tho 5th During 
my short stay I visited tho jail, tbe dispensary, and other places of interests 
including Deoha, the former capital 8 miles distant, where the Jlaharawal 
usually resides His Highness takes a strong personal interest in the manage- 
ment of his State and is ably assisted by Ins Kamdar Pandia Mohan Lai 
Among many other improiements made or in course of introduction are a 
metalled road to connect Pertabgarh with the Mundosaur Eailwav Station 
on the Rajpntana-Molwa Railway, distant 15 miles, and the extension of the 
telegraph lino to the Capital 

Tho Slate Mint, which had bean kept open longer than tho interests of 
tho State demanded, was closed on Zst Iffay 1895 

DAN5WARA 

Irom rertabgarh I preceded toBanswara, where I spent three days and 
had several interviews with tho Maharawal, who, it is satisfactory to note, has 
complied with therequiremcnfs of Government in connection with thoimprove 
mcnlof his administration 

Prom information lately supplied to tlio Assistant Political Agent, tho 
total State debt would appear to bo only E 11,201 Ihisis, however, exclusive 
of an old outstanding claim for 111,25 232 by tho reprcscntalircs of a deceased 
I anker named Gunpat Lai 
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The marked improvement, which is apparent in Banswara affairs, is 
largely attributable to the tact, patience and good management the ssistant 
Political Agent, Captain Pinhey, has displayed m his relations with the Chief, 
and the good influence he Ins thereby attained 

It remains to bo seen how long the improvement will last

20. A dispute has existed for many years between the Bikanir Darbar and 
tho British District of Ilisar as to the water rigiits of the river Ghaggar, the 
Bikanir authorities contending that an embankment known as the Amritsar 
bund has been tho cause of diverting the flood waters of the river from the 
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main channel to tho detriment of the State. The Hisar authorities havo to ^ 
certain extent acknowledged the jastice of these complaints, and negotiations 
are in progress for the construction of n dam across the stream from which 
canals will ho led and a fixed proportion of water will he allotted to the State. 

TELEGRAPH. 

27. The construction of a line of telegraph connecting Sardarshahr and 
Churn with Sikar tJid Lachmangarh, Fafehpur and Kamgarh is under contem- 
plation, and the proposal has been submitted to tho Agent to the Governor- 
General.

Oa the 1st July 180i. tbo Central India Postal Circle iras abolished, and 
some three fourths ol the postal establishments trero then added to the 
Rajpntana Circle, the remamder being allotted to the North- TTestora ProTinces 
audOudh and the Central Prormces and Berar Circles The portion transferred 
to this Circle comprises the Hollar State and certain of the States under the 
Political Agencies in TTestern Maltra, Bhopal, and Bhopavrar, together with 
portions of Scindia’s territories 

2 The five appendices which accompany this renew, indicate the postal 
progress of the year — 

Jlppendix /—Shows an uxerease of 4 head, 17 sub, and 42 branch 
offices and of 35 letter boxes These increases were chiefly due to the transfer 
of establishments from the late Central India Circle, and m some degree to the 
Bhurtpore Durbar haTing agreed to postal extension m that State 

Jppendiz //—Shows an increase of railway lines, 292 miles, camels, 
tongas and mail carts, 70 miles, and runners, 938J miles due mainly to the 
transfer of establishments from the late Central India Circle , and there was an 
increase of two miles of district post line m A 3 mere-irerwara The net mile age 
of the three classes of mailhnes at the close of the year was 4,77^^^ miles, 
or 1,088} miles more than the mileage at the clo®e of the precedmg year

The system ttIucU Tras at first imicli availed of by salt traders on account 
of the businew facilities afforded, received a clieck owing to tbe introduction, 
under tile orders of Governinent, of a small charge for commission, at half per 
cent, on the value of the salt indented for ; but the figures for the past year 
show that the tiadcrs ate again resorting to the system. 

4. Telegraph.^On. the Slst March 1893, there were 29 combined post 
and telegraph offices in the Circle. During the year under review, combined 
offices were opened at Kishcogarh, Oodeyporo, Pertabgarh, Sambbar, andSikar. 
Tho transactions of the 29 combined offices were, 54,681 messages “ sent " and 
63,763 messages "received, " The revonuo realised by this Department on 
behalf of the Telegraph Department, amounted to Its. 61,279'12*0 at a 
cost, for establishments, of Ds. 10,605 11«C, debitahleto tho Telegraph Depart- 
ment. In addition to the foregoing telegraph business effected at combined 
offices, 95 Post Offices authorised to receive telegrams from the public, for 
transmission by post to the nearest Telegraph Office, hooked 4,693 messages, 
thus affording further revenue to Iho Telegraph Department of Ds. 4,393«9-0. 

5. The system of the sale of qulnino to the public through tho agency of 
the Post Office, was introduced experimentally in Eajputana, in October IBO-t. 
The statistics of sales up to the cod of the official year have not yet been com* 
piled ; but it may ho stated that, on the whole, the results are encouraging. 

6. A step towards " postal unity ’* has been made in llajputana during 
the year, by the Bhurtpore Durbar having given up its internal postal system 
in favour of the Imperial post j and it is hoped that the way has been paved 
for further renditions. 

7. Mr. C. Qoodhum held charge of tho Eajputana Circle from tho Ist 
April until tho 191h October 1S64, after which dato tho administration was in 
the hands of Mr. Barton Groves. 

8. Mr. Barwiso administered the Central India Circle from tho 1st April 
until the 13tb May 1894, and Mr. Kelly, from the I4lh May until the 30th 
June 1894. .As before stated, that Circle nas abolished wiih effect from the 
1st July 1894, when some threc-fouiths of tho establishments were added to the 
jurisdiction of this Circle.

return journey, Colonel Abbott stopped at Jcypore and Kishengurb, and ex-

I then visited His Highness the Maharao Raja of Bundi at bis cnpHal, ard 
marched through Deolitolonk At the latter place I met His IHgliaoM (J , 
^awah, and, after a short stay, went on to Jeypore. I reached Jcy|»or«. ou ll 
15lh February, and was detained there till the 2Bth idem, waiting / r ord r 
from tho Government of India During my halt I exchanged vlilu will J| 
Highness the Maharaja, and inspected the Maharaja’s College, tin. 8^., 
and tho lines of tho Jevpore Imperial Serrice Transport Corps, ber <*c t 
nn" with His Highness and his Chief Memlier of Council on blat^ > 

left’jcyporo on tho night of the 2‘'lh Febmarr and proceeded nd hi 
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Jlialrapataa /or the purpose of commumcating the orders passed hy the 
Government regarding the Jhallatrar Chief. On the 2nd March I notified to 
the Maharaj Bana the decuion arrived at m his case, and announced m a publio 
Durbar, held in the Agency Bungalow* the formal deposition of Zalun Singh 
from the rulership of the State On the 4th March I had a short interview 
with the Maji Jeysulmeriji ( wife of the late Mahara] Eana Madan Singh ), and 
left Jbalrapatan the next day for Ajmere There I presided at the ninth 
annual meeting of the TValterkrit Bajputra Hitkarmi Sahha, which was 
attended by many influential nobles, among whom were the Thakur of 
Chomu, the llao of Masuda, the Thakur of Euchawan, tbo Bao of Bedia, 
Kaviraj Murardan, and others 1 left Ajmere on the 11th March and reached 
Bhartpur the same day. There I had the pleasure of meeting His Highness 
the Maharaja and also His Highness the Maharaj Bana of Dbolpur I also 
had an intervieiv with Her Highness the Dowager Maharam of Bhartpur. I 
travelled next to Jodhpur, whcrelpaida visit of condolence to the young Maha* 
raja on account of the death of hw father, the late Maharaja Sir Jeswant Singh, 
G C S I , and afterwards exchanged the usual formal visits From Jodhpore 
I returned to head-quarters, having been on tour for threo months

In Jodhpur, as m Bikamr, every community has framed its own regula- 
tions for the curtailment of marriage and funeral expenses, and 36 of these 
communities have made a rule with regard to the age limit Tlie local Sahhas 
of Kerowlee, Kishengarb, Kotah, Ulwar, and Oodeyporc have also succeeded 
in inducing some infiuential communities in their respective States to frame 
rules similar to those of the Rajputs

RA'irtpur— Kumar Slwi Harbhamji of the Berar Commission, was ap- 
pointed Dowan, and carries on the administration with the aid of two consuha- 
tivc ilcmbers of Council under the supervision of the Political Agent His 
Highness the Maharaja resided for the greater part of the year at Mussoone 
and Dehra Dun 

Colonel Loch has advised and guided the administration with energy and 
ability. 

During the year under review, several improvements bare been carried 
out or have been commenced J Iie_p olice have been reorganized, vexatious 
imposts have bceu abolwh^'d, more effective arrangements for tho aammi'tr'i 
tion of justice have been made the Accounts Departmint is being romodelltd, 
necessary State buildings, such os lines tor the Imperial Service troops and a 
1 ospital for the city, are in course of construction, and imgation works Jong 
neglected arc being repaired 

A scheme for controlling tlio wild cattlo is under consideration , but it is 
extremely difficult owiug to tho rcUnums prejudices of tlio Durbar and people, 
to carry out any measure wluch will efftetuaUy prevent these animaj* from 
^••stroyingthe crops. Any proposal, such as capture or confinement i« ol jeefed 
to on the ground that it may lead to fbc d<ath of a cow. The white footed 
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antelope or mlgao is also protected in this State on religious grounds, and 
assists the wild caitle in consuming the produce of the fields 

Two dacoities, m which property valued at B221 was stolen, were reported 
during the year A serious not took place at the village of Jurera in the 
month of May. The object of the villagers m attacking the State police nas 
to rescue some persons who had been arrested on a charge of house breaking 
The violence used by the police m effecting the arrests rnay also have contri- 
buted to excite and enrage the people A number of persons suspected of 
having been engaged in the attack on the police have been arrested, and tlio 
country has since then been tianquil 

The financial condition of Bhartpur is good , but heavy expenditure is 
necessary m order to reconstruct or repair the tanks and irrigation works on 
which the prosperity of the State and its cultivators depends 

Dholpur - — ^His Highness the Alaharaj Rana is ably assisted by bis Dewan, 
Rai Bahadur Bishen Sarup, in the administration of the State.

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BOEDER COURTS. 

Lieutenant H. T. Pritchard, Assistant Political Agent, Banswara and 
Pertabgarh, held a Border Court at Darianad in Meyrrar, and settled 23 cases 
which were pending between Jleywarand the States under his political charge. 

The Assistant Political Supprintenden^ Hilly Tracts, reports that the 
usual Border Court was not held tWs year, and that 106 cases have accumu- 
lated. An explanation has been called for. 


BOUNDARY SETriiFMBNT. 


Lieutenant (now Captain) "W. 3L Cuhitt was employed on the settlement 
of internal boundaries in Meywar from the Ist April to the Ist May 1895, 
when he was transferred to Baluchistan. His post was not filled up till the 
4th October 1896, when the services of Captain S. F. Bayley were lent to the 
Barbar to continue the work. During the year 49 cases were settled, repre- 
senting the demarcation of 69 miles of boundary. In the majority of the cases 
the adjustments were arrived at amicably: 19 fresb disputes have been brought 
on the file, tbe total number of cases now awaiting settlement being 674. 

The services of two British officers were lent for tbe settlement of inter- 
statal boundaries in Rajputana during the year, ttz., Major R. H. Jennings, 
RE., and Captain M. A. TigUe, I.S.C. 

Major Jennings did excellent work. He completely demarcated tbo 
boundary between the States of Jeypore and Marwar, 66 miles of which had 
hitherto reoiained undefined, and ho also settled three cases between Jeyporo 
and Ulwar. 

Captain Tigbe settled three boundary dbputes, vis —

Tho first was settled by mutual agreement and involved 12 miles of 
boundary. Tho second did not relate to a disputed boundary, but to a question 
as to whether pillars should bo erected along tho bed of the river, which formed 
tho boundary between tho two villages. 

Tbe third case was an appeal preferred by the Kotah Darbar again«t the 
decision of Captain Dawson, which tho Boundary Settlement Officer was 
directed to take up again. The line surveyed extended over miles. 

Tho Rao of Jura being dbsntisfied with the joint proceedings of Colonel 
P. W. Percy Smith and Captain (now Major) E. R. Penrose in tbo scltlcmf-nl 
of tbo border between his estate and Sirohi, appealed against the decision of 
those officers, but his appeal was rejected.

OFFICEPS IN CHAROE 

2 Eicutcnant-Coloncl Wyllie held charge of tho Residency throughout 
the year under report, excepting from tho 7tb September to the Cth November 
1893, when be was absent on privilege leave, and Surgeon-Major D. N. V, 
Uariogton conducted the current duties of tho office. 

NOTABLE EVENTS 

3 Tho only notable event of tho year has been tho opening of tlio Oodey- 
pore-Chitore Railway on the Ist August 189% Tho working of tho lino has 
been entrusted to tho Bombay^Baroda and Central India Railway Company 
under a contract which expires on tho 30th Juno 1B9C. Tho question of the 
future management of the hoc is still under the consideration of tho Durbar 
The extension of tho line to Natlidwara ml), it is hoped, shortly ho carried 
out. At tho request of the Durbar, tho Bombay-Baroda and Central India 
Railway Company hai c undertaken the necessary survey ■», 

SrASON AM) crop. 

4 Tho season was not a favourable one Tbo soutb-west monsoon rain- 
fall began at Oodeyporo on tho 21st June, and ended on the 17tli September- 
Only 2 inches and 07 cents fell in June, 3 inches and 20 cents in J uly, l Inches 
and 6S cents in August, and 4 inches and 40 cents in September, as compared 
with nn aggregate fall of .00 inches and 22 cents in tlie prcu'ous year. 

Although the total fall (17 inches and 23 cents) was below llio avenge, 
yit the showers canio at opportune times, and on tho whole the khanf crop 
was a good one, cspt^rhjHy m thoBliil country. Tito Iloorcli and JohaAporo 
pargnnas to tho south-east of Oodeyporo Lave been cldcfly afTcctcd by tho 
dcQejjat rainfall. 
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■Unfortunately tho usual winter rains also failefthis year, and tlia rati 
crops liavo been generally poor and scanty. 

Tanks have been empty, and well rrater abnormally low 

Up to September prices of food grains remained fairly steady, but they

The raised lerel space in front 
of the jail has been esfended by 7.5C0 cubic feet An unsightly and 
unhealthy moat, which ran round the back of tbe jail, basbcenfilled in, and the 
Darhar has approved of plans for the alteration and extension of the prisoners'

Captains C Pritchard and Pinhey, 31ajorRcII and 3Ir Bcrleley held ohorge of 
one or other of the separate Tonk and Baron tee Agencies at different times in 
the earlier portion of the year under report 

3 The year, though not unhealthy, was not one of agncultural prosperity, 
Tonk and Shahpura suffering especially in fins respect In Sbahpura scarcity 
has necessitated the opening of relief works -as the year closes m Tonk the 
State has not had to open relief works, but the failure of tlie rabi crops in 
Suon] has placed a considerable strain on the State finances The State has 
to face a considerable deficit in Land Kerenuo receipts and to incur considerable 
unforeseen expenditure la providing Takan Efforts are being made to meet the 
strain from the current year s sancliooed budget without adding to the State s 
indebtedness The Tonk State has been able to cIo«e its accounts for the year 
1302 Fasli within six months of the date when that year closed (Augu.«t Slst, 
1893), and has simplified its position as regards debt by concluding the 
loan for Si, 84 000 sanctioned two years back 

In the revision of the settlement a commencement has been made by the 
examination of some fifty villages m tho Tonk Pargana, with a new to their re- 
assessment The holders of land on privileged tenures are being classified and 
•systematically dealt with The work at the outset is laborious and difficult, 
but when first principles have oecn settled and a systematic method of treat- 
ment has been brought into operation, I hope to ho able to report progress in 
this important matter with more rapidity The survey of a railway through 
the Ohahra Pargaoa in Tonk was sanct/oned and started tovanls tho close of 
tho year 

Tho extenMon of Colonel Thornton’s rules in the Mina Kherar is another 
matter to which I Jiarc given consideriWo attention 

Tho separate annual report for 1895, dealing with dacoitr in that year 
1 as furnished a fairly satisfactory record for the year on tint head

HT -THE JIIHA KHERAH 

The condition of tho ilma Eherar continued tranquil and satisfactory, 
no robberies or dacoities baring been reported^tberefrom. The crops m the 
Jig-pore Kherar wero not so good as usual. But the ITeywar Eherar had a good 
rabi crop, and tho area under cuUivalion expanded considerable. Cattle suf- 
ferred from cow-pox Tho rented system of relaxed control over Winas of 
good character, introduced by Lieutenant-Coionol Thornton, worked excellently 
m the ifeywar Eherar It was introduced into the Jeypore Eherar also at 
the close of 1895, and is now lo operation, so far with good results The intro- 
duction of a similar system m the Bundi Eherar is under discussion with the 
Durbar, whose reply had not been received when the year closed on March 
31st, 1S96

His Highness the Maharao Haja of Duodi enjoyed good health throughout 
tho year In October 1893 flis Highness visited Jodfapore The Agent to 
the Governor-General visited Bundi in January 1896 Tho personnel of the 
high officials in the State was unchanged 

2 Jtattt/aU and Craps.— The raiofall, 22 25 inches, was deficient and 
untimely, while tho cold weather was unfavourable to the rabi crops liie 
outturn of produce was estimated at ten annas to the rupee only. 

3 Puhhc SeaUh —The year was healthy. Tho number of patients 
treated at the Bundi Dispensary was as foUosre -In-patients 83, out-paticats 
4,145, The number of vaccinations effected was 243, of which all, save 9, were 
successful An additional vaccinator was appointed towards the close of the 
year Tho people of Dundi aro afraid of vnccination and averse to it, hence 
its extension is necessarily slow. 

4 Crme and JPoUce — The number of dacoities reported m 1895 was 

bc-eo, one of which, lio« ever, was strude off on investigation i 
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5 Cfttntnal Ju^hce — Cnmmal cases for disposal m the State Courts 
numhered 1,778 Of these 1,570 were disposed of. The numher of prisoners 
m the State Jail at the close of the year was 67 

6 Oitil Justice — Cases for disposal numbered 713, of which 619 were dis. 
posed of 

7 Finance —The State income for Sambat 1951 amounted to fl7,65 323 , 
the expenditure totalled 117,09,202 Customs duties, which form a large 
source of revenue, amounted to Bl,&0,2C7 Receipts under this head fell off 
owing to the decreased export of linseed and til caused bj’ the poor season 

8 Public Works — The State expended fill, 000 on metalling the road to 
Deoil A bridge was constructed on the Kotah road, and preparations made 
for metalling a portion of it m 1896 97 

9 Education — The pupils at the Bundi High School numbered 130, 
one of whom passed the Middle Class oiamwation Boys under instruction at 
Tillage schools numbered 122 

10 Boundary disputes — The erection of pillars on the Bundi Bhains 
rorgurh Balwan boundary was taken up under Captain M A Tighe, Boundary 
Settlement Officer, whose decision on theBundi-Balwan boundary was received 
as the year closed 

The erection of pillars on the Bundi Jeypore boundary was proceeded 
with by motamids appointed by the two States 

V— TONK 

His Highness the Nawab of Took enjoyed good health throughout the 
year His Highness’s father, the ex-Nawab Muhamad Ah Khan, died at 
Bfloares on August 9th, 189u The Agent to the Go7erDor*Geaora3 nsited 
Tonk in February 1890 

2 Eainfall and Crops —The rainfall in the Took Pargano was scanty, 
and both the kharif and rail crops were indifTercnt In Sironj the early 
rainfall was heavy, but the later ram on which the rabi crops depend failed 
altogether High prices prevailed m 189 j 96 in both these parganos, and 
m SiroQj the failure of the rabi crop caused a scarcity, which has considerably 
cmhvrasscd the State finances In the year 1303 Fasli (Septomber 1st, 1695, to 
August 31st, 1890} now current In the other parganas the rainfall was more 
copious and the crops better 

3 Public Seallh — The year was healthy as a whole In September 1S95 
an outbreak of cholera in Pirawa caused 111 deaths The town of Took 
suffered in May and September 3893 from outbreaks of fever and smallpox 
The State medical institutions, which include a hospital for females and a 
dispensary at Tonk and dispensaries at Nimbahora Pirawa, Chahra and 
Sironj, treated 37,717 out and 123 lo-paticDts in tlio year The number of 
raccioations cfftctcd was C 910, these operations being successful m ninety 
eight cases in the hundred 

1 Crime and Police —Only o ne dacoit y was reported as having occurred 
in Tonk in the calendar year 1895, Itiis was a case of the plundeiing of a 
tonga on the Jeypore road, not far from Tonk The ofTetidcrs have not yet 
lioen traced An addihoned police outpost aras established in ^lml)alle^a 
Iho Durbar’s attention has been drawn to the occcptcd rules regarding the 
management of criminal tribes lu times of scarcity m connection with the 
Bironj Mo^bias 
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5. Criminal Justice . — The various criminal courts of the State dealt 
with 2,403 case«, disposing of 2,383. Ileiiious cases under trial numbered 
318. Ihese include a case m which a Mahomedan was convicted of coming 
counterfeit Bntish and other rupees m Tonk He was convicted and sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment* and to the payment of a fine of E500 The 
number of prisoners in the Jail at Tonk when the year closed was 139 The 
health of the prisoners was good, and the Jail well managed 

6 Civil Justice.— The Civil Courts of the State disposed of 1,721 cases 
The number of suits pending at the close of the year was 298 Tlie number 
of documents registered in the year was 373 

7 Sducalton —The State educational institutions include the Sadar Mad- 
rassah at Tonk and 12 other schools Tho number of pupils under instruction 
at tbo close of the year was 895 boys and 76 girls From the Sadar Madrassah 
three boys succeeded in passing the Entrance and three the Middle Cla«s 
examination 

8 Finance . — The closed State accounts for the year 1302 Fasli, which 
ended on August 81st, 1895, showed a grand total of receipts, including open* 
iDg balance and loans, of B16, 94,621 Tbo grand total of expenditure amounted 
to B16,47,624 On the receipt side, Iiand Itcvcnue, B9, 14,964, and Customs, 
El, 92, 163, were the principal sources of revenue On the expenditure side 
Allowances (E3,13,724). Army (B2, 26,865), State charges (E2 01,702) and 
Civil Service (B2,99,474) were the m-iin beads of disbursement The total 
amount due by the State under its various debt heads when the year closed was 
B6,14 842 Details arc given in the annexed appendix 

The budget for the current year, 1303 Fash, was submitted to, and sane 
tioncd by, the Agent to the Governor^GcDcral In this year El, 67, 200 is pro- 
vided for the repayment of the States fixed loans It has been necessary 
to revise this budget with a view to meeting an unforeseen deficiency of receipts 
under Land Revenue, amouutmg to R75,000, and on additional expenditure 
of B48,000 for the purchase of seed gram for cultivators m Sironj. The 
revision recommended does not interfere with the progress of the repayment 
of the State debts The finances of tho State were considerably disorganised 
in the year 1301 Fash by a scarcity in Sironj, similar to that that has occurred 
in the year now current The special debt account of that year and Sironj 
advance account of 1302 Fash have recently been adjusted by a sanctioned 
6 per cent loan of El, 84, 000 

9 Land Bevenue — The Political Agent entrusted with the revision of 
the land revenue settlement did not reach Tonk until the close of December 
1895 Some progress has been made in the work, the Khalsa villages of the 
Sonwa Tahsil of the Tonk Pargana, in which the work to be done is specially 
heavy, having been examined with a view to the redistribution of the assess* 
ment, both over villages and individual holdings The concurrent disposal of 
the terms on which privileged tenants may hold and the distribution of the 
area rightly held by privileged tenants is proceeding, and the pending questions 
regarding the State hunting preserves and birs are under eiaimuation The 
work at the outset is difficult and heavy, 

10 The State Council —The Conncil disposed of 96 out of 14G judicial 
cases for disposal 

11 FulUo WorU — Rupees 16,000 were allotted for expenditure on the 
Sironj Bamora road, to the desirability of tho completion of which attention 

r 
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has been drawn In thxs connection it may be noticed that the Durbar has 
sanctioned the surrey by British oiBcors through the Ohabra Pargana of a 
railway line projected from Guna in Gwalior to Bara in Kotah The results 
of the survey arc not yet known 

12 Zlisoellaneous boundary di>pute8 in each of the parganas 

of Aligarh and Pirawa were settled by the State Motamids by agreement It 
was arranged to dispose of the cases pending between Gwalior and Tonk in 
the Ohabra Pargana m the same way » The disputes in the Mandawar village 
with the Jeypore Durbar were not settled 

VI— SHAHPUBA 

The Eaja Dhiraj and all the members of bis family enjoyed excellent 
health throughout the year In the course of the year the Raja Dhiraj 
visited Bombay, Mount Abu, Fyzabad and Udaipur The wedding ceremonies 
of the eldest daughter of the Raja Dhiraj with the Raj Sabib Aman Singhji of 
TVankanir in Eathiawar were celebrated at Shahpura in Februarv 1896 

2 Hainan and Crops total rainfall of the year was 10 8 inches 

only against 40 i nches in the previous year The monsoon set m early in July, 
hut a long break shortly afterwards seriously damaged the kbarif crops, and 
the absence of seasonable later ram prevented the sowing of wheat and barley 
in the rahi The tanks and wells were not properly filled, and the sowing of 
the rabi crops generally, except on tbo baiil^ of the Khan and MansijRirers, 
was seriously interfered with A scarcity thus resulted in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Shahpura itself, and relief works were opened in the last 
month of the year under report Tbo deficiency in the rainfall caused a 
scarcity of forage also, and it became necessary to indent on the stores of grass 
accumulated m the past two years Tbe Forest reserve scheme introduced in 
1892 93 developed favourably m the year under report, several miles of waste 
lands being now reported to be covered with young tree® that promise well 
Tbo price of food grains, owing to the accumulation of stores of gram m tho 
past two years, remained moderate m spite of the partial scarcity 

3 Public Health — Public health was good, save for an outbreak of cholera 
that occurred m and near Shahpura in May 1596, when 79 attacks were regis* 
tered, of which 22 proved fatal Tbo number of patients treated at the Shah- 
pura Stato Dispensary rose from 12,064 lo tho preceding year to 14 828 The 
number of vaccinations of children performed was 1,433 of these 1,100 cases 
were returned as successful 

4 Crime and Pohec— Two dacoitics occurred within Shahpura in the 
calendar year 1895 In one of these one of tbo persons plundered died of tho 
injuries received by him The suspected parties were Sansias from Ajmere 
or Shampura, but so far they have not been traced, although a reward of 
RlOO has been offered for the arrest of tho guilty persons In tho other case 
also tho ofTcndors havo not yet been traced Attention has been paid in recent 
years to tbo Polico Adnumstration of the Chiofship, and a police Manual is 
under issue Tbo Chiofship continued to suporviso its Moghia or Boon 
Settlements Special precautions were taken for their protection during tho 
scarcity with which the year ended 

G CrimiiifjZ JtfstiCtf— In tho Lower Criminal Court tho number of eases 
for disposal was 107 of tlieso 191 were disposed of In the Criminal Judicial 
Branch of the Court of Mahakma Khas, over which tho Raja Dhiraj presides, 
there were 0 original cases for disposal of these 8 wore disposed of Appeals 
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preferred numbered 19, and \rer 0 all disposed of. The Jail 19 reported to be 
well kept and clean The number of prisoners m jail when the year closed 
was 21, of whom 19 were males and 2 females The males include 4 life 
prisoners 

6 Civ%l Juiltce —The original Oivil Courts included one Civil Court and 
one Small Cause Court at Shahpura, while five Tahsildars exercised subordi- 
nate civil powers during parts of the year In the Civil Court at Shahpura, 
there were 275 original suits for disposal, of which 250 were disposed of in 
the Small Cause Court there were 181 ongmal suits for disposal, of which 
167 were disposed of The total number of ongmal suits pending in all Courts 
of ongmal civil jurisdiction when the year closed was 46 In the civil branch 
of the Court of Mahakma Khas, there were 8 original smts for disposal, 6 of 
which were disposed of 

7 EducaUon — The total number of pupils on the roll of the Anglo- 
Vernacular School at Shahpura was 271 An Entrance Class was opened in the 
course of the year. Three boys passed the Middle Class Examination at 
Ajmore. The girls school at Shahpura had an average daily attendance of 
20, and was reported to make fair progress Pair progress is reported in the 
branch Hindi schools also 

8 Ftnonee — ^Tbe last year for which the Chiefship’s closed accounts 
are available at the time of the preparation of this report is Sambat 1951, which 
closed in July 189o The receipts for that year, including a closing balance 
of Ql,20,656, amoimted to B4,03 345, Land Kevenue Ill,'^9 861, bemg the cbieC 
eouroe of the year’s receipts The expenditure of the year amounted in all to 
B3, 07 ,419, and the year closed with a balance of E95, 926, The sum saved m 
the year aad transferred to the Rhas treasury was iR28 070 Other expendi- 
ture m the year fell uader the following heads —Expenditure personal to the 
Chief, B80,061 , State expenses, B99,108 , Civil Establishment, B38,792 , 
Police, B28 749 , and Pubhc Improvements B37,637 The Chiefship is out 
of debt and maintains a EammeEund, to which B3,000 are paid anntfal]y,and a 
portion of which was utilised in the previous year in the purchase of gram, 
now under issue to the labourers employed on relief works 

9 Jagirdara —The jagirdars of the Chiefship duly performed their service 
during the year under report 

10 Zltscellaneous — The erection of a cotton press at Shahpura was 
commenced and nearly completed within the year The internal Baj Dak 
continued to work satisfactorily.

1 hare the honour to submit the Annual Administration Report of the 
Elwar Agency for the year 1895 90 As 1 was not in TJlwar during any por- 
tion of the year under review, I have written this report entirely from data 
supplied to mo since my arrival, and so do not write from personal experience 
of any of the facts mentioned It is not as complete as I would wish it to he, 
hut as it was overdue before I arrived here, I submit it as it is, rather than 
delay it any longer I hence trust any faults or errors noticed may be excused 

2 Major Pears held charge of the otBce of Political Agent throughout 
the year 

Tocn. 

Owing to the scarcity prevalent in certain Tehsils the Political Agent was 
obliged to considerably curtail his usual cold weather tour of inspection, and 
was only out 30 days, as compared with 63 m the preceding year In this 
period he visited Ransoor, Rehrar, Nimrana, Rajgurh aad Luchmangurh 
PCBLIC EVENTS. 

His Highness iilaharaja Jey Singh, as usual, passed the summer vacation 
(May and June) of the Mayo College at Mount Abu Refore rejoining the 
college, however, he spent a few days at Ulwar 

Towards the begianing of September, His Highness had a severe attack 
of typhoid fever which confined him to his bed for about two months This 
illness caused much anxiety for a time, but owing to careful medical treatment 
and nursing be made a good recovery. At the recommendation of his medical 
adviser, the Maharaja passed the period of his convalescence at Ceylon, where 
he stayed about six weeks Ho returned to Ulwar on December 13th, 3895, 
much benefited in health by tho trip 

BOO'E AND CATTLE FAlB 

This fair, which is a now institution lu Ulwar, was held on a site selected 
about three miles from tho capit il It commenced on September 2Sth, and 
ended on October 5tb, 1895 It was well attended, aad 1,103 horses and mares 
and 2,G80 cattle were brought to it Of these, 2C9 horses and 1,232 cattle 
changed bands at an aggrcgalo price of BCD 625 Pegs, fodder, and eartbern 
vessels were supplied free of cost by the State to tho dealers The manage- 
ment was excellent, and tho fair was declared by Veterinary Lieutenant- 
Colonel Queripcl, Inspector General, Civil Veterinary Department, and the 
Pemount O/bcers who attended it, to bavo been a comploto success Tbis was 
m a great measure due to tho untiring exertions of Rao Bahadur Muoshi 
Ralraokund Dass, Member of Council 

Colonel Mellis, Inspector General Imperial Service Troops, visited Ulwar 
m December and January last and inspected the Imperial Service Troops 

Brigade-Surgeon Leiuttnant Colonel T Hcndley, Administrative Medical 
OfEccr, Rajiiutam inspected m January 189C tho "Ulwar Sudtlcr Dispen- 
sary" (whicli. designation has emce been altered to " Ulwar Hospital," as 
being more suilablcL tho Ulwar Jail, and the Lady DuCfcrm Hospital 
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ADUINISTBATIOK 

The alteration in the administration of the State, noticed in the report of 
the previous year, in the mattter of tbo distribution of work of the various 
departments among tlio four Members of tbo State Council, seems to have

wards the end of the year It was, however, seen that the time had arrived

The daily average of prisoners was 377« against 287 in 1894 05 Thero 
wero only J deaths, as compared with 3 in tho previous year There wero no 
escapes dnnng tho year 
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education 

T\ie total Dumber of schools remained tbo same as m the previous year, 
ttz * 101 for boys and 16 for girls 

The total espcndituro on education amounted to B46,095, as compared 
with 42,704 in 1894 06 and 38,790 in 1893*01. This excess expenditure 
during the year under revicvr is owing to increase in salaries of teaching stall 
and cost of new furniture 

Two out of 9 students sent up passed the Entrance examination, and 1 
out of 8 Middle class examination of the Calcutta University, while 1 out of 7 
sent up passed the Munshi examination of the Punjab University. These 
results ate not very crpditable to the teaching staff, and do not compare favour- 
ably with those of last year 

LADY DDFFERIN HOSPITAL 

Miss Florence Dissent, M D , took over charge of the hospital from Miss 
Mary Crawley on May 1st, 1895 

A comparison between the figures for 1894 95 and 1895*96 shows that the 
hospital has made considerable pw^ess in the treatment of patients The 
major operations rose from 19 m 1894*96 to 42 m 1896 96, and the minor 
operations from 1 030 to 1,291 

A class for teaching midwifery x vas opened at the instance of the Superin- 
tendent of the hospital, and another for imparting instructions as to the duties 
of *' ^ai ** was under contemplation towards the close of the year. 

^ome additions and aUatations In tbo hospital building, with a new to 
improve the accommodation, ventilation and sanitation, were under construction, 
towards the close of the year The institution, since its establishment in 
1869, has cost the State, on an average, a sum of B9>C16 per annum, excluding 
initial cost of construction, etc. 

BOUNDARY DISPUTE 

The five cases of boundary disputes entrusted for settlement to the Deputy 
Commissioner of Gurgaon m 1892 were finally settled by him during the year 

The three Jeypore*Ulwar boundary cases were in tho course of settle- 
ment towards the close of tho year by Major E H Jennings, E E , Boundary 
Settlement Officer, Bajputana, since appointed as Political Agent, Ulwar 
Ihese cases have been outstanding for many years, and many attempts to get 
them mutually settled by representatives of both States havo failed 

They also have now been finally and satisfactorily settled, and the bound- 
aries demarcated by pillars 

JUDICIAL.

TJnfavourablo reports regarding the Mahara] Rana and tho opprcsaise 
nature of his rule having been made to Government, ilr R J CrostUwaite, 
0 S I , Agent, Qovornoi Genotal, for Rajputana, arrived at Jhalrapatan on the 
31st Occombor 1605, in order to enquire into tho administration. 

The Chief’s behaviour rvas uncompromising He refused to afford any 
facilities for the enquiry and declined to listen to any advice 

The Agent, Governor General, left Jballawar on 10th Januarv 1606, and 
returned on 2nd March for the purpose of communicating the orders of tho 
Government of India to Ris Highne«s tho Mabaraj Rana By these orders 
Zalim Singh was finally deposed from the rulcrslup of tho State, and was 
informed that bo must select a place of residence outside tho limits of Central 
India op Rajputana The cz>Chief chose Beaares and arrangements having 
been made for his journey, etc, he left Jhalrapatan on tho ICtli March. The 
proposal for the personal allowance of the ot Chief i* under consideration Both 
the ez Chief s Ranis remain in Jhalrapatan and had no wish to accompany him 

The Agent of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Company 
visited Jhallawar to inspect the railway Une surveyed last year Brigade. 
Surgeon Licutenant*Colonel Lethbridge, General Superintendent, Thuggee and 
Bacoity, aUo visited Jhalrapatan 

DEWAN 

Pundit Permanand, whose apiraintment was reported last year, remained 
tho Dewan of the State During a time of great anxiety he has proved 
himself mvaluahle, and I cannot epeaV too highly of his energy, ability and 
trustworfluness He lias, I resret to ear, been called away to the deathbed

The officials presiding over the Appellate, Civil and Criminal Courts are 
now the same as last year, though they were transferred and changed about 
during the period under review 

The following working of the Court relates to the twelve months from 
1st March 1895 to 29th February 189C 

During the year the Civil Court Iiad to deal with 1,201 newly-institutcd 
suits, in addition to 109 remaining undisposed of from the preceding year, the 
total number of cases being 1,310, nmountm? to E99,900. Out of tbis number 
1,187 amounting to R72, 003-1-6 were disposed of, leaving l23 amounting to 
R27, 302-15-0 pending on 1st March 1690 The new institutions decreased 
by 21 as compared with the number of suits filed during the previous year 
The Cml Court also disposed of 074 applications for execution of decrees The 
Appellate Court on the Civil side bad before it m all 40 appeals, viz , 7 pending 
from the previous year and 33 lodged during 1895-96 The amount at stake, 
asgregating E13,10C 1*9, and 33 appeals for RIO, 575*8*0, were disposed of, 
tho decision of the Subordinate Court being upheld m 10 cases, modified in 
10, and upset m5 only 

The Tchsildars took up in all 769 cases during the year, of which 703 
cases were disposed of , in 25 cases appeals ncro lodged, in which tho decisions 
of Tchsildars were confirmed in 15, modified in 3, and upset in 1 case, C 
cases remaining undisposed of. 

Three hundred and fifteen appUcatioos for execution of decrees were 
instituted in Ttiisils, out of which 230 wero disposed of, and 79 remained 
undisposed of.

2 The five appendices which accompany this review indicate the postal 
progress of the year The following remarks explain tho increases or decreases 
noticeable in comparison with the figures furmsbed in tho corresponding 
appendices for tho year 1891 95 

Appendix I —Shows a net increase of 0 Branch Post Offices and 7 Letter- 
boxes Of these, 3 Branch Post Offices, Akbaigarh, Bhusawar and Biana, 
were opened in the Bhartpur State, 3, Munh, Sanwar and Debari, in the 
3Ieywar State, 2, Chandarun and Eha 3 waDa, m Marwar, and Hulthan in 
Bhopawar 

Appendix II —Railway mileage over which mails were carried during tho 
year increased by 02 mdes, owing to the opening of the Oodeyporo Chitoro 
Railway, and there was a decrease of 1 mile in mail cart mileage, owing to 
theabolition of the mail-cart from Rutlam Railway Station to Rutlam, instead 
of winch a runner is now employed to carry tho mails No changes occurred 
in the length of camel lines The following runners’ lines were closed— from 
Chitorgarh to Oodeypore, 70 milM, Oodeypore to Kankraub, 40 miles , and 
Goona to Sipri,68 miles and new mail lines from Behan to Oodeypore, 
9 miles, nod hlunli to Kankrauli, 25 miles, were opened Seven other new 
lunners’ lines, aggregating to 07^ imlos, were nlso opened durmg the year 
The net result in runners’ lines w a decrease of 77 milc', compared with the 
lines which existed on Slst March 1893 The net mileage of the thre“ classes 
of mail lines, at the close of the year, was 4,75C^ miles, or 1C miles less than 
the mileage at the close of the preceding year

REVIEW ON THE WORICINQ OF TOE MCDICAL INSTITUTIONS 
IN EAJPUTANA IN 189S 

Ltspedton, Vttal StaUstics, Sanitation, Dtipensanes, and Jads {1393) 
INSTECTIOV 

In accordance witli Eoreign Department letter No C99 G., dated 25th 
April 1895, the appointment of Residency Surgeon and Cliiof Medical Otllcer 
m Uajputana was abolished with effect from 29th March 1895, Brigade- 
Surgeon* Lieutcnant*Colonel T n Ucndlty, C I E , Residency Surgeon, Jeypore, 
was appointed to act as Administrative Medical OfGcer at Jevporo, m addition 
to his own duties, from 29th March, hat Surgeon Lieutenant-Colonel Adams 
who had otDciatcd m tho old charge, acted for him until Lis return froni 
privilege leave on 25th Juno. 

Tho civil medical duties at Mount Abu were entrusted to tho Medical 
Officer of the Depflt 

Considerable reductions havo been effected m the amount of offico work 
especially in the number ot forms , and arrangements arc being made, or are 
under consideration, by which tho efficiency of inspection of the executive 
officers will be increased, «o as to taio tho place of personal inspections of 
the Adraini«trativo Medical Officer which are now confined to head quarter 
stations 


VITtL «TVT1STICS 

Tho registration of hirtlis and deaths is still defective m all the Native 
States, but attention has been drawn to the sucgestion of tho Government 
of India m its review on the Medical Report of Rjjpulana for 1691, to the 
effect that the appointment of Assistant Surgeons and Hospital Assistants 
to act as Inspecting Officers la connection with iitnl statistics, vaccination 
and sanitation, would lead to great improvcmont m all tho^c Departments 
Last year it was reported that a special ngency of this kind was about 
to ho created at Joyporo It has been in operation since the end of January 
1895 Ttiero are two Inspectors, tho senior an Assistant Surgeon, who has '’one 
through a short bacteriological course m Professor Hankins I/aboratory, the 
second, a well qualified man who had previously been a sanitary official la the 
Jeyporo Municipality These officers have made numerous inspections of 
towns and villages during the past cold *cason, and have not lost sight of vital 
statistics There is every reason to believe that this osamplo will bo followed. 

The union of the three branches of vital statistics, sanitation, and vac- 
cination under one head will undoubtedly lead to mcrea^ied efficiency To effect 
tins tbe Durbars will be recommended to gradually replace nil non professional 
Native Superintendents of Vaccination by Assistant Surgeons or Hospital 
Assistants, according to the size and resources of the different States 

The great difficulty mall the States has hitherto been the want of reh- 
able Agents for collectmg information and making inspections Tho Adminis- 
trative Medical Officer recommends that at present special attention should be 
paid to tho statistics of the capitals 
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. SANITATIOV 

There has been considerable improvement m details in many of the large 
cities in Rajputana, as, for example, m increa«6 of the latrine accommodation, 
and of sanitary establishments, but none of the larger ivorks which it was 
proposed to construct m 1894 have yet been undertaken 

The Sanitary Committee of Jeypore has been actife as regards village 
sanitation, and the State Council has under consideration several important 
sanitary proposals which have been made by it , amongst these one of much 
value being the improvement of village wells, whereby pure water mav he 
obtained, and loss of life from accidental drowning may be prevented The 
inspections already referred to have revealed many defects in village samta* 
tion for which remedy, though difficult, is not impossible 

A bacteriological observatoiy has been opeaedat Jeypore, and information 
of value has been obtained In this capital for many years past every reported 
ease of small pox or cholera has been enquired into with the result of consider- 
ably diminishing the returns of the number of deaths from these causes, there 
by allaying public apprehension and enabling the Medical Department to act 
promptly lo checking the spread of these disorders 

A Sanitary Board was started in Bbartpur in August, and is stated to 
have effected great improvements 

In Ulwar the Agency Surgeon has been appointed Sanitary Officer, and is 
now able to see that his advice is carried out 

Other States have been advi^sed to follow tins valuable example, for 
although the Medical Officer is always held more or less responsible in sanitary 
matters, he is not always possessed of power to sec that bis recommendations 
arc folloncd 

Although there arc still defects at Kerowh, the town on the whole is 
from a sanitary point of view one of the best managed in Rajputana 

Reduction in establishment under tlio orders of the Chief hindered pro- 
gress it Jhalrapatan 

Bikanir is a clean town, and most of the other largo capitals are advancing 
Some of the smaller towns and many of the viUagcs are m a most 
insanitary condition, but it is encouraging to note that in spite of what appear 
superhuman difficulties, something is being done and that wo mav hope that by 
degrees a reasonable amount of cleanliness mav bo achieved It is antwipatcd 
that a general change of public opinion will beuin from the schools, m manr of 
which the elements of sanitation are being taught To ensur this the Durbars 
arc advised to offer pnies to school boys for knowledge of sanitation

In order to ensure successful executive control, ic was proposed to make 
the executive eliarges of the Residency Surgeons coincide as nearly as possible 
with those of the Political Officers The Chief of Kishcngarh theroforo agreed 
to place the medical institutions m bis State under the supervision of ^he 
Residency Surgeon at Jovpore, and the Chiefs of Dungarpur and Kushgarn 
have also allon ed the Residency Surgeon, lleywnr, to inspect their dispensaries 
and jnils

One hundred and twenty moo hospitals and dispensaries which ore support* 
edby Durbars in I ojputana, instead of 126 m 1894, now therefore furnish

Tho major operations numbered 2, COO against 1,909 , the minor C3, 421 
against 40,827, and the deaths were 25 only in major operations, or only 0 03 
per cent ' 

Some medical officers performed very few operations witli their own 
bands, but left this important duty (o subordinalcs wlio'so work wa« of a 
trivial character It is hoped that tho next returns will show improvement in 
this rc«pect as there is no kind of medical work »bich rentiers tho institutions 
more popular, or perhaps does more good to the people Iho numbers 
performed by the different surgeons range from 622 by the Residency Surgeon, 
Joyporc, to 4 each by the medical officers at Jodhpore and Oodeyporc 

Rrigidc-Surgeon-Licutonnnt-Colonel Ilcndlcy, C I K , did C30 eye opera,

Koturns are now received from 10 jails, or 2 more than in 1894, vts , from 
Pundi and Kisbengarb 

The daily average number of prisoners rose from 4, “183 43 to 4 650 70, but 
the admissions into hospital numbered only 3,612 against 6,809 in 1891 

The average daily sick fell from 144 03 to 12012, and the average death 
^ate from 28 29 to 28 09 per millo 

The rate of mortality fell in all tlio jails except fogr, rtr, Jodhpore> 
Rirohi, Shahpura and Pertabgarh, and ranged from 80 14 per millo m the last- 
named to 7 16 at Ulwar, and none at Jeysulmcre, Kerowli and Kishengarh 
Malarial fevers gave ri'se to 33 per cent of the total sickness against 31 
per cent in 1891 , the deaths, however, fell from 15 to 10 per cent To 
diarrbcca and dysentery 13 admissions were due, instead of 10 as m 1894, the 
deaths amounting in these descases to 29 against 33 Lung diseases caused 12 
per cent of admissions, and 33 per cent of deaths, against 13 and 37 respective- 
ly in 1894 ihere were no cases of cholera 

The favourable anticipalions regarding tho diminution of mortality have 
not been realized in the new JodUporc Jail, where 41 22 deaths per mille occur 
red against 80 04 m the previous year although the admissions were about a 
third, and the average daily sick fell from 27 81 to 17 45 per mille 

There was considerable improvement id both Jcypore jails In the 
Central Jail at that station a new section for females, and a quarantino wa^d, is 
under construction 

At Kishengarh a new jail is being erected 

The Bikanir Jail is on the whole the most healthy m the Provmce, and 
the most successful m its manufactures 

Very little as regards budding has been done m the other jails 
At OofinypoTB Vein iromago aii4 sorroaniings have been improved, hut the 
proposed enlargements have not yet been effected 

The jails at Jeysulmere, Baoswara, Pertabgarh and Shahpura have been 
very unhealthy At Jeysulmere no less than 157 prisoners pet mille were con- 
stantly sick, at Banswara 111 13, and Shahpura 91 31 

The Sirohi and Bundi Jails are nlso in bad condition The worst jails 
are those which are furthest from supervision Moreover, wherever overcrowd 
ing has been lessened, the mortality and 8ickne«s have been greatly reduced 
Pew reports have been received of the «)ndition of the jails and lock ups 
in tho districts, hut the Jcypore State has improved nearly all these places by 
reducing the number of prisoners and increasing the accommodation 

FEMALE HOSPITALS AND MEDICAL EDUCATION OF WOMEN 
There is vtry little to note on this subject 

It IS proposed to open a hospital at Jodhpore as a memorial of the late 
Chief 

There has been another change of lady doctors at Ulwar, where Miss 
Dissent has been domg good work since May 

The Kerowli dispensary was opened for a short time, hut the person m 
charge was unqualified, and soon proving unsuitable was dismissed earlv in 
1896

At Oodeyporo Sirs. Lonorgan, who died in May, was succeeded in August 
by Miss Perry. 

Sanction has been given for entertaining a female hospital assistant at 
Bikanir ; two other women are also required to fill posts in the province, but 
unfortunately it is almost impossible to find them. The only way to get over 
this diiTiculty is to send pupils to the medical schools from the diflercnt States. 
The Durbars are being invited to do this or to pay for the education of women 
from a distance who would be willing to serve in Rajputana. 

The Jeypore State has sent a pupil to Agra this year. Two female 
hospital assistants aro already serving there. 

Tlie Administrative Medical Ofllcer has drawn particular attention to the 
value of classes for dhais, of which a good one exists at Jeypore. 

ESriBEIsnM£.VT. 

There are now 6 members of the Indian Medical Service, 6 Assistant 
Surgeons, or qualified medical men, and 141 hospital assistants engaged in worh* 
ing civil medical charges in Native States in the province. 

The three medical officers of regiments in Rajputana have shown zeal in 
connection with civil dispensaries in Native States or in performing operations 
on the civil population. 

lUPEBTAL BERVICE TnOOPS. 

The medical arrangemeots of the Imperial Service Troops arc efijcjcn- 
Most of the corps have very good hospitab. 

The Jeypore Transport Corps was accompanied to Chltral by A*«i«tac*. 
Surgeon Dbaljang Singh Khanka and Hospital Assistant Shivo Shanks; lh«
